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CHAPTER I 


INTRODUCTION 


Vallabh Yidyanagar is a -unique town-ship, 
consisting of educational institutions. It is situated 
in the Kaira District, Gujarat State about four miles 
Squth West from Anand* It is surrounded by a number 
of villages. The population here is mainly engaged in 
agricultural cultivation. The majority of the population 
consists of Patidar community and the backwart? classes, 
namely Baraiyas and Vagharles, 

Old Baroda State had introduced compulsory Primary 
education in the number of villages of Baroda State near 
Vallabh Yidyanagar, therefore, the villages were progressive 
and resourceful, Anand on account of its location in 




the heart of Charotar, became the centre of educational 
activities since the year 1915. The Charotar Educ:jtion 
Society, under the guidance of the veteran Gujarati 
educationist Siiri Motibhai Amin, established High Schools 
in a large number of towns and villages in the Charotar 
area. This paved the ground for establishment of the 
institutions for higher education in this area. At the 
same time, the inhabitants of this area were very progress¬ 
ive in the field of agriculture. The college of Agriculture 
was established in the year 1938. The Institute of 
Agriculture tried to meet the requirements of agriculture 
and agriculturists. But, with the advent of progress in 
agriculture, followed by very big impouring of money, 
naturally came the thirst for knowledge. The well-to-do 
people were able to send their sons and daughters to the 
cities for higher education. But how could the middle 
and lower-middle class afford this? They actually Craved 
for higher education, but they looked before and after, and 
pined for vftiat was not. 

This time-felt need for higher education did not 
escape the eyes of the Blsmark of India, the then Home 
Minister of India Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel for thivS work 
of furnishing with the time-felt need for highr education. 
The architects of Vallabh Vldvepaasr :-

Shrl Bhallalbhal D. Patel} a retired executive engineer 
and Shrl Bhlkhabhal K. Patdl, a co-worker of Shrl Motlbhal 
Amin founded this town-ship. 

Ob.lectlves and need for the establlshaafat of Vallabh 
Yldyanagar . 

They planned to establish a centre of higher 
education near the villages, to provide the villages, near 
their homes, facilities for all kinds of education, from 
the primary stage to the xuilverslty education. The rural 
reconstruction was another objective In their minds. So 
they thought that the institutions of Vallabh Vidyanagar 
will study the problems of the villages, and also will help 
to stop the migration from the villages to cities. 

They had realised that as long as villages lacked 
the amlnlties of city life, the migration from the villages 
to the cities would continue. So,along with the educational 
Institutions, they planned to reconstruct the villages, 
and provide them with good roads, water works, cheap 
electricity and underground drainage. They also had an 
Idea to make villages self-sufficient, by establishing 
small scale Industries In the villages, so that the 
standard of life In rural areas could be raised.

To fulfill the above objectives 'CJharutar Vldya 
Mandal' was established In the year 1946.

^ The villagers of the near-by villages l.e. Kiir;fmirSSL(|. 
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Bakrol and Mogrl donated six hundred acres of land for 
the educational and village reconstruction activities. 

This 'Scheme of getting land Is considered as a unique 
achievement in India. 

Educational Institutional 

The first step after initial preparation "was to 
start educational Institutions. In 1947, the foundation 
for the Science and Arts College 'Vlthalbhai Fatal 
Mahavldyalaya* vas laid, and by 15th June'1947 classes 
upto B.A. and B.Sc. were started. With the establishment 
of the College of Engineering 'Blrla Vlshi/akarma Maha- 
vldyalaya* In 1948, the technical education received an 
Impetus. The Important fact In connection with the 
anginnering college was that It vbs the only college of 
Its class In Gujarat, wlthlthe result that Vallabh 
Vldyanagar began to receive students from all over India. 
Thus, Vallabh Vldyanagar began to assume cosmopolitan form. 
The another effect of the technical education was that the 
Science college at Vallabh Vldyanagar began to receive 
more and more students because of the policy of giving 
preference, to the students of the local college for 
admission to the Engineering College.

An Art Centre (Kala Kendra) has been established 
for the training In Art of drawing and painting. 

A Hobby Workshop has been established, which 
encourages the creative ability of the students. 

l>uring the last few years, after the oreatlon of 
Sardar Vallabhbhal Vldyapeeth, some special research and 
educational activities in the University have been started 
namely (1) An Agro-Economlc Centre (2) Planning ^orum's 
Activities (S) Hural Hauslng Wing. (4) Extension Services 
(5) Extension work by University Teachers. 

Most of the above stated activities are undertaken 
in the villages around Vaiiabh Vldyanagar. 

An Agro^Bcononilc Centre: 

An Agro-Economlc Centre for the states of Gujarat 
and Rajasthan has been established at Sardar Vallabhbhal 
Vldyapeeth, Vallabh Vidyanagar from let July 1961. The 
broad funotlons of the Centres are: 

(1) to make a study of change in rural economy 

by means of a Survey of a number of selected 
villages each year and resurveys of the same 
group of at intervals of 5 years. 




(2) to conduct ad-hoc 'Investigations into problems 
of interest to the Mlnlstr 7 of Food and 
Agriculturei Governiaent of India e.g. the 
” effect of various agrarian legislative or 

administrative measures or of price changes 
on the rural economy. 

(s) to carry on research vnork on fundamental 

problems relatlngk to agricultural economics 
of the country. 

(4) to give technical advice to the Government 
of India and the State Governments on such 
Issues as, vlth mutual agreement, may be 
referred to the centres. 

In the year 1961-1962 the centre has carried on 
lahe survey of the eight villages, of vhlch fotir are In 
Gujarat and four are In Hajasthan* All the villages 
vere surveyed to find out the Impact of some definite 
economic measure.

Another activity undertaken by the centre Is the 
Ad-Hoc research project. Two projects are completed In 
the yeaa? village Akhodla one of them Is the study of 
"Shift In consumption pattern from Inferior serials to 
superior Gerlals" second one Is the "Case-study of 
Co-operative farming society" In a village Ganeshpura In 
Jaipur District.

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Sconomlcs and the Department of Museum 
and Archeology had organised the exhibition 
depicting the changes In our social, 
economic and. political life of Indfca since 
Independence. 

Besides the establishment of Educational 
Institutions, and the Intellectual activities carried 
on by the Vldyapeeth, brick and lime kilns, large work 
shops, saw-mlll, cement spun pipes, foundry and floor 
tiles factory were also established. The smithy and 
foundry works make all kinds of hardware, such as bolts, 
llnges, racks, drainage materials, agricultural tools, 
pumps etc. 

Industrial Developments 

Private Industrialists are seemingly attracted 
at present to establish a number of large scale and 
modern manufacturing units like Blecon, Vallabh Qlass 
Works, Syntheldi Chemicals, New Standard Engineering near 
Vallabh Vldyanagar. 

The students studying In various colleges visit 
and 

e^lbltIons,/attend various lectures arranged by the 
University. They In their homes, discuss these activities 
with their parents and other members of the family. 
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The parents and family members, In turn, would try to 
visit Vallabh Vidyanagar and throw a glance at such 
activities. Some other programmes like drama, sports 
and athletics, may produce a new t 3 rpe of influence upon 
this community. Also, the Industrial activities in 
Vallabh Vidyanagar may have been a source of employment 
and Income. 

In this way, Vallabh Vidyanagar may have disturbed 
the life of the rural community. At times, they might 
have come'into clash with the old order, Just with the 
result to bring in something new. 

Hence the poet Lord Tennyson has said, 

''Old order changeth yielding place to new, 

Ood fulfils himself in many ways. 

Lest one good custom should corrupt 
the World". 

Before coming to the problem proper, first we 

r 

shall throw a glance at the previous existing set-up of 
the rural community and the valllages around Vallabh 
Tldyanagar, and then shall study the various changes that 
might have been brought about by the educational institutions 
6f Vallabh Vidyanagar* 
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Statement of the Problem 


In this chapter I are considered the culture and 
the customs In the main Patldar community of the Charotar. 
villages as they were) before Vallabh Vldyanagar came Into 
existence, and even how still continuing to a certain 
extent In these villages, as well as other three villages, 
and they as'e taken from the books "Charotar Sarv^ 

Sangrah Part I and Part II”. 

I 

They are as follows: 

Generally, the Patldars are an adventurous and 
hard working community. They have always moved out to 
various countries and have settled practically In every 
part of the world, that is, Afrcla, Burma, FIJI Islands, 
In short, iftierever they could find an opening. They are 
bold) courageous, and have a quality of leadership. 
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they are enterprising and industrious, because of their 
being mainly farmers. They are out spoken, less 
polished in the language and behaviour. Patidar community 
has not produced vriters,' poets painters, musicians, in 
comparison to the wide number of businessmen vtoich they 
have produced, and because of the want of delicate 
sensitivity In the commxinlty, it is said satirically, 
that, their culture is the "tobacco culture". 

The above stated tradional culture, \Ailch has a 

firm base, was affected by the struggle for freedom, 

Initiated by. GandhiJi, since 1920, were brought under 

the process of change. Freedom movement was itself a 

product of the spread of education* The people become 

ft k-c 

aware of the irrationality of the tradional views^ Qhild ’ 
marriages. Inequalities between men and women ®r giving 
dinner to the community after the death in the family etc. 

A.S patidar community is a Hindu community, their 
living customs udilch one finds in this community, are 
generally similar to the other Hindu communities, with 
little difference here and there. 

There are number of customs prevailing in the 
eommunlty from the birth to the death. Some of the 
customs have remained as they were \diile others have 
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undergone changay because of the changing anvlroninent • 

Let us examine the tvo oat of 'maxiy' general 
QUstomSy one Is marriage customs and the second Is death 
customs* 

It Is said and believed that the population of 
one village Is the children of the same parents,saad hence, 
the boys and the girls of the same village do not get 
married. They get married vlthln their own group of 
villages, namely group of six villages or the other of 
twelve villages, and the third of twenty seven villages. 
Fatldars of 84iX villages are considered to be of higher 
strata and do not allow marriage of their daughters to 
the patldar of the other groups of villages. Their sons 
can get married In the other groups of village^, with the 
huge demand of dowby,. When the betrothal of a girl 
takes place. In vAilch the barber of the family takes a 
leading role till the marriage Is over, the bride's 
parents have to send gifts of sweets along with the vessels 
known as 'Matll' as a sign and results of the betrothal 
and from that time onwards the same has to be continued 
on a aoh festival day. The marriage ceremony starts by 
the arrival of the bridegroom's party to the bride's 
village, In which no female foljc are admitted. The 
members of the party varies from fifty to hundred fifty. 
The oeremo-ny Is continued for three to four days. They 
are considered as the guests of the village, and the 
whole function becomes a commtinlty function. The young ‘ 
boys of the villages peel the vogetabhas or i^omen 
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prepare other dishes -Mhich are served to the oarty 
from time to time. Thus, the ^idiole function is completed 
on co-operative bases by the village community. The 
hosts, i.e. the bride's parents are much worried till 
their daughters get maT’j^ied without any quarrels taking 
place. The bride's parents have to spend a good amount 
of money for preparing 'Mandap' for the marriage, dinners 
t>-’ be given to the guest party, over and above dowry to 
be presented. This responsibility of the parents is not 
over, even after the marriage, till the death of the 
daughters. The parents have to provide the daughters 

(I 

with clothes and fulfill all the demands of the parents 

of the daughter's husband. Even in most of the families, 

» 

the daughter's children are brought up in her parents' 
home. Therefore the girls are always considered as a 
burden in the patldar family, and therefore on this 
account, very often many years ago, the baby girls, as 
soon as they were born, were killed by drowning them 
into milk. 

As a custom observed after the death'in the family 

is to give community dinner on the twelth and thirteenth 
/ 

day, howsoever the family may be poor. Vessels are 
distrilputed in the community, after the death. Poor 
people even entered into debts for offering the dinners, 
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This Is one of the reasons, one finds a big number 
of brass utensils in the Patldar Homes. 

Also, after the death of a husband, the vldow 
has to get her hair shaved, and not to go out of her 
home through out the year. Woman do not re-marry after 
the death of her husband. 

The patldar community has an attitude to adjust 
themselves to any changing circumstances. Also, they 
have an attitude of a good hospitality towards any 
guests. They give two ruppees, five ruppees or eleven 
ruppees to the In-laws of their daiaghters or sisters and 
to their children, whenever they visit their homes. 

The patldar community has a religious tendency, 
but at the same time each one of them does not make pujdr: 
Just like Brahmins, nor do they read Gita or Ramayana 
or Mahabharat In original scripture. But at the same 
time, they go In numbers to listen to Gita, Ramayana 
Hahabharat or Bharat read by a Brahmin In the temples. 
Some of them follow the Swamlnarayana cult, some of them 
follow Vaishnava cult or some others Shalva cult. 
Therefore, they visit Bakort and Vadtal the religious 
centres, occasslonally. A few of them are followers 
of Shri AurobindO, while some are Arya Samajlsts. 


The two of the three villages, around Valiabh 
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Vldyanagar ^re vary aotiva during Indapenrlenee movement o 
Number of youths from the villages had gone to the i 
Jails during the national movements. The 3rouths of the 
villages shoved great enthusiasm during the movements. 
They used to keep the village clean. There were 
.pymnesiums and Seva-dal movements In the villagesy which 
kept the yauth of the village national minded. The 
people of one village did not allow to start hotel 
business In their villages. 

The roads of the villages vers dusty roads, and 
the houses were not the of modern type bunglows. No-body 
lived In the out skirts of the villages. In one of the 
villages, there were many huts and houses of mud bricks. 
There was no electricity In the villages and the people 
used kerosene lamps, but there were private water 
systems in each of the villages} also people relied 
mostly on water from the wells. There were ponds In 
each of the villages and the waters were used for the 
washing purpose and drinking* There was no drainage 
system at all* 

The only tQwn near the vlj.lages was Anand and 
the roads from thesd villages to A-nand were not properly 
built* Communication was not proper from these villages 
to Anand, and also not safe. Hence women folk rarely 
vent alone. 
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one 

Each village had one dhohl, andA>r two tailors 
and one or two cobblers. There were no hotels In the 

villages except In one village. >

Thera was a separate prixnar7 school lor girls and 
boys in each of the village, in vdiich the children of 
the villages used to study. Most of the boys and girls 
completed their study upto Gujarati seventh standard 
and English third standard. There were no pre-primary 
schools. In one of the villages, there was a high 
school, where few girls used to continue upto metric 
class, and the boys from other villages used toy^hera 
to continue their studies. The girls from the other two 
villages did not go to that village for the secondary 
education, nor stayed in the tovm hostels. 

The main population of the villages at that time 
belonged to the patidar community and their main 
occupation was farming. Most of them used to work in the 
fields by themselves and some of them used to supervise 
in the fields. Most of the boys after completing the v 
secondary education, vent to Africa or looked after, 
their farms. 

Many people of the community stayed in various 
parts of Africa, and used to visit their villages after 
every three or five years. 
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The people of these villages were early risers In 

those days* Their day began with cleaning their teeth* 

With a traditional tooth brush (dantan) and not by 

tooth brush and paste. They cleaned their teeth while 

sitting out-side the house and spitting on the floor# 

They used to take bath with hot water, and very few 

houses had bath rooms. Their break-fast consisted of 

cold bread along with milk or tea* At noon, they ate 

and 

■very simple food^vthe grain they used to eat was Bajarl* 
Majority of the people used to eat at night khlehari-karl 
or Bajarl Hotla. After the day's hard work, they slept 
early and geneally they spread their bed on the floor# 

The patidar men and women were found busy throughout 

the day, and they had no leisure time, td^enever they had 

. the 

leisure time, they used to go/'Chora' outside the village, 
which are stone platforms used for sitting. The woman 
folk did the work of grinding and husking of all their 
grains and all the other household work# Each house had 
buffaloes, which W0r% mostly looked after by the women 
folk, early from about four O'clock in tie morning# Most 
of the houses were very clean and their utensils glittered 
like gold. On account of such hard work, their health 

used to be strong# The young girls wore frocks and elder 
girls wore sari. Village life was completely different 
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from city llfe^ l^rom comfortS| convifenlenco and fashions 
point ,of vlev.' The women knew no modern songs or 
rangoli art, and not a single girl of the village knew 
cycling • Also girls and women were not allowed to to 
ont of tiha house after the sunset. 

The family system was a joint family system where 
other relatives also used to live together. The elders 
of the homes were respected by all the family members* 

The family system, the way of living of the people, 
the condition of the villages or towns, that Is society 
and culture do not remain one and of the same type 
always, but they do change from time to time according to 
new circumstances coming In. 

I 

This change In society Is known as "Social Change". 
Some type of powerful force brings about the change on a 
particular object of tie society, idilch after a certain 
lapse of time becomes evident. If this principle is 
applied to Vallabh Vldyanagar, then activities of Vallabh 
Vldyanagar work as a force, and vlllafas around Vallabh 
Vldyanagar become the object on vhloh the force acts, bring¬ 
ing about some result In some course of time. 

The various activities of Vallabh Vldyanagar 
mentioned In the previous chapter, therefore, can be 
held responsible to bring about some kind of change In 
the rural community around Vallabh Vldyanagar* The Very 
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ereation and the existence of Yallabh Vldyanagar might 
have acted to some extent} as an environmental force, 

In making about some social and cultural changes in the 
rU^al coamrunlty aroimd Vallabh Vldyanagar. The way of 
life of the rural people, that Is their beliefs, values, 
customs, tradition, Institutions etc. might have become 
adjusted to the new environment created by the existence 
of Vallabh Vldyanagar. If these villages have to 
survive, th^ have to make new adjustments to these 
changing conditions. " 

Seconddy;,, the population of Vallabh Vldyanagar 
Is mainly of students and teachers. They come from every 
part of Gujarat and also from different States of India. 
They have their own cultures. 

Vihen the villagers, around Vallabh Vldyanagar, 
came In contact with the residents of Vallabh Vldyanagar, 
contact between the two cultures take place. 

Since Vallabh Vldyanagar and Its population Is 
to some extent of an tirban type, it becomes clear that 
the close contact between the urban culture and rural 
culture of the villages takes place. It Is said that 
those villages cannot have enough power of resistance 
to the effect of the contact, they might have undergone 
social change. 


jAnother factors are the new Ideas originating In 
the individual living In society, bring changes in the 
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Society itself. The educational institutions of Vallabh 
Vidyanagar might be called as resnonsible agencies for 
originating new ideas. These new ideas are to marry 
outside their group of villages, late marriages of 
boys and girls, widow remarriages and refusal to accept 
and to give dowries etc, 

The social changes in the rural community 
might have taken place on account of the changes in 
their previous lines of earning profession, and in 
their economic conditions. Such economic changes generally 
determine all the other aspects of man's life. 

Lastly, the modern aminities of Vallabh 
Vidyanagar namely electrical power and lights, pure 
drinking water supply through pipes and taps, clean 
asphalt roads, modern types of houses and the well- 
desigiiied plan of the township, all these factors might 
have brought about a new aspiration in the minds of 
the rural communities. 

Thus, in the present study, we are directly con¬ 
cerned with the question as to how the educational 
activities of Vallabh Vidyanagar are likely to produce 
social change in the rural community, we should take into 
a-count the time factor which is knovm as 'Cultural lag'* 
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The changes immediately visible might be of the 
superficial type. But the changes in their value systems, 
other deep-rooted traditions r.nd customs are some-sjhat. 
resistant, and they <annot be expected to change overnight. 
The deeper the values in the life, the greater, the.- 
reslstenoe to their changes and the slower the pace of 
change. 

It should be noted that the social changes that have 
taken place in the rural community of Charotar during ■ 
the last one half or two decades and not due only to 
the Educational Institutions in Vallabh Vldyanagar. 

The other factors leading to this social change may be, 
the leva Patldars of this area going to Africa,, and the 
leadership of great leader like Sardar Vallabhbhal Patel; 
a number of such individual factors have worked to foster 
this change. The contribution of the above mentioned 
personality and factors in the origination and the 
development of the Educational Institutions is not small. 

The existence of Vallabh Vldyanagar among the various 
villages, and the number of activities undertaken In It 
might have some influence on the rural ooHuaunlty, and 
hence to study this influence, made me sele'et the problem 
of dissertation namely ” The impact of Charutar Vldya 
Mandal and Sardar Vallabhbhal Vldyapeeth on TfttcaiUaj^es

T^ allabhb h a l Vldyapeeth on- F ara l communlrty" Is, the 
interview method* 

The area under investigation le villages near and 
around Vallabh Vidyanagar, and since the villagers may 
not care to fill up answers to the questionnaire, or 
they may interpret the questions as they like, or may 
get embarrased by the mall questionnaire, such Informants 
can be made to answer only by personal interview method* 
The interview method is face -to face conversation for a 
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spaciflc purpose. The purpose can easily be achieved 
because answers follow the questions Immediately, and 
one has not to wait for the return of the answers to 
the mailed questionnaire. In the interview method, all 
the questions are answesed positively or negatively. 

While in the mall questionnaire, it is quite probable that 
incomplete answers to the mail questionnaire may be 
returned. It is possible in the interview method, to 
explain the questions or cross question the informants 
in order to get unbiased answers. 

Another method, through x^lch the problem could 
have been studied is through ”Attltiuda Scale Construction". 
This method was not followed, because "Attitude Scale 
Construction" requires a great skill and experience. 

The method of interview is the method of investigation, 
in which skilled interviewers get the required information 
from selected individuals. To get the information reliable 
and valid, the investigators, must know the fundamental 
principles of the method. They should know how to select 
the individuals, how to get co-operation from them and 
how to record the information. The most striking feature 
of this method is the high percentage of the unbiased 
answers. 


The problem under study was investigated by 
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Intervldviiig the three villages around V.allabh 
VldyanagaPi and the data collected was compiared with 
the data collected from the Interviewees of other 
three villages around vdilch there are no educational 
Institutions like Vallabh Vldyanagar* 

The number of informants were from different 
walks of life. They were college attending boys and 
girls, their parents, educated as well as uneducated 
elderly persons, Including laen ahd women, also merchants. 
The total number of informants from the three villages 
were forty in numbers. The same number of Informants 
from the three villages around which there are no 
educational institutions ujc-yc stUtt-eA. 

Finding the informants :- 

In order to save the time, the interviewer should 
gat the exact addresses of the informants to secure 
necessary information, ^en the interview Is to be 
taken in rural area, one should be more careful, as 
the people being less' educated, are more suspicious 
about the motives of the investigator, and the need 
to be kaken into confidence by good Introduction. If 
an acquainted local man is contacted, beforehand, he 
would serve as a link between the Interviewer and 
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interviewees, and thereby, It becomes easy to get co¬ 
operation from the villagers. They go to bed early^ 
therefore they should be contacted earlier, and they are 
more busy in certain seasons, hence they are not easily 
contacted at fixed hours. 

In the present study, the acquaintance from each 
village was contacted and got introduction vrith the 
above mentioned informants. Thereby much time was saved. 

When to see them i- 

The interviewer must see them when they are free, 
on Sundays or on holidays, or in the evenings. The 

k 

Informants were interviewed on Sundays and in the evenings. 
As women folk are free in the afternoon, they were 
interviewed in the afternoon. 


Technique of Approach:- 

The interviewer should not enter the house of the 
informant all of a sudden. He should undergo the 
prellminery formalities, l.e. he should knock the door, 
or he should ring the ball. If the call Is not answered, 
he can enquire the neighbours for the informants. As the 
survey was of rural area, no body had door bells and 
most of the informants' doors were not closed. Hence It 
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was not necessary to ring the bell or knock the door a 
The approach -with the oonimon acquaintence was not 
difficult. 

Opening remarks :- 

The interviewer should greet the Informants after 
introducli^ himself and his purpose. The interviewer 
and the informant should establish good relation between 
them- The brief introductory remark, immediately after 
the introduction was given* Soon a good relation was 
established, 

« 

The Interview Proper * 

1 , Asking the questions» 

A. Order of questionings 

The Interviewer should ask the questions 
in proper order, that is one by one from the 
schedule* The interviewer should ask every 
question. In the present study, questions 
from the schedule was asked. In the 
beginning, each and every question, even 
though, it was assumed, ^at the answer will 
be to certain questions. Sometimes, the 
informants were cross questioned to ascertain 
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the correct answer. But when the schedule 
was not used) some of the questions were 
missed and could not get the information. 

B. Brjrasing questions to the Informants:- 

All the questions should be so framed, 
that they become Intelligible to the 
informants. It was found In some preliminary 
Interviewees that complex or compound questions 
sometimes covered more than one particular 
Inquiry, since these could not be easily 
understood and answered clearly they were 
thereafter all subdivided into simple, singular 
questions, so that they could be easily under-, 
stood and answered. 

Questions on facts t- 

3)he answers of the factual quattlons should be In 
detail to find that they are reliable. During the 
Interview, the answers of some such questions were not 
given In detail, because of tlme-llmlt. 

Questions on opinions »- 

When the questions are set to Investigate about 
the opinion of the Informants, the question should be 
asked Just as they are In the questionnaire, Iff the , 
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Informants do not understand the wordings; or the 
questions, Jlfhe should tell the meaning of the questions, 
and If the informant Is side-tracked and talks T/*at Is 
not relevent to the question, then the interviewer should 
direct the Informant to the next question, by using 
an Introductory phrase such as "Now let us see \^at you 
think about the next question", the wordings were sometimes 
changed, particularly ^en the questions were asked 
without looking into the schedule but having the same 
meaning. Sometimes it happened during the Interview that 
the informant became side tracked and spoke irOelevently,. 
His Irrelavent talk was attended to but was not recorded. 

Instruction on manner of speaking by the Interviewer t 

Special emphasis should be laid on word to words, 

•so that the Informant would know the Importance of that 
particular word. All the questions should be made as 
clear as possible, by necessary pauses, by repeatatlons 
and by proper pronunciations. All the questions should 
be asked In slow dlsln'lct speech. No special emphasis 
was laid on word or words, but all the questions were 
asked In slow dist.J?ilot speech. No l^Card questions" were 
used. 

C. Bnoouraging the respondent to replyt 


Interviewer should ask in such a way that he 





gets full response from the respondents. He should not 
create a test situation, but should create Informal 
atmosphere. Interviewer should get thoroughly familier 
T'ith the schedule so tha- questions should flow smoothly 
and continuously. By proper encouragement, proper 
answers can be obtained, of course, for this, good relations 
should be established. Test situations were not 
created but Informal atmosphere was maintained. After 
interviewing about half of the informants, smooth and 
continuous flow of questions was maintained. 

Don't know answers:- 

It is necessary to find out the reasons of 
the "Don't Know" answers. In the present study, there 
were a few "Don't KnQw"" answers but the reasons for those 
don't know answers were not found out. 

Recording the information:- 

The information should be properly recorded. 

In order to record precisely, symbols for the answers 
should be used. For each and every item, there should he 
an answer, if any item is left out, it should be recorded 
as "Not asked" for "Don't Know" answer "O.K," should be 
used, if the information is refused word "Refused" should 
be used. In the present study cross was put for those 
questions which were left out and for those which were 
refused. 
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How to record the answers 

The answers should be recorded fully and 
properly and for that abbreviations and short-hand method 
should be used. If more than one answer for any one 
question are received, the Interviewer should ask for 
the final answers, of that question. All the answers 
were recorded verbatim as Ishort hand was not known. Only 
final answers idien the Informant gave more than one 
answers to a question.were recorded 

Qualified answers:- 

The respondent along i<lth his answers, some¬ 
times qualities his answer. The interviewer should not 
mix the direct answers with the quallfijrlng answers. He 
should write down separately the answer as wall as the 
qualification of the answer. The answers and the qualifi¬ 
cations of the answers were written separately. 

Omissions and errors 

Sometimes, it happens that the interviewer asks 
those questions to individuals which vers intended for 
group of informants and vice versa* Therefore, checking 
is very much necessary to ascertain that udiat was to be 
asked was asked. Such mistakes are revealed through 
careful revision of the schedule, after the interview is 
complete. In the present stuly, there were no such^ 
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dlvlslDB.s as questions to be aslced to groups and questions 
to be asked to individuals. Instead of this ,tlie only 
sample individuals were devlded into tvo categories^ namely 
College students and adults. Questions 't^ich ifers meant 
for college students were sometimes asked to the adults 
and vice versa. This mistake was corrected later on 
after revising again the schedule. 

Revising answers 

Each answer to the question asked should be 
recorded properly by the interviewer. 

During the investigation, answers to the questions 

ware recorded by the recorder. One who used to acquaint 

the interviewer with the informants, became also the 

recorder * It happened 'sometimes that the recorder missed 

certain answers to the questions asked. This was 

revealed ^lle revising the answers. This mlshake was 

those 

corrected, when/informants were revisited. 

Closing the intervlew:- 

Tha interviewer Should have the necessary 
skill to know \dien to close the interview and to leave. 

He should leave the fieellng of pleasiuatness behind him, 
also willingness to co-operate, when he may revisit. 

When the Interview was over, careful inspection of the 
schedule was made to see whether all the questions were 
asked. It was not possible to leave abruptly, hence after 
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some informal conversation with the family members, it was 
possible to leave, leaving the feeling of pleasantness 
behind. 

Eyalnation of the Personal Interview Method t- 

Before the data are collected, the interviewer, 'vfco 
should be a survey designer of the problem should find 
out the advantages and disadvantages of each method of 
investigation, and should see hovr that method would suit/ 
to his problems that is to be surveyed* Hence, different 
methods ware studied and advantages and disadvantages of 
each method were also studied* It was found out that 
’’Personal Interview Method" will be more proper to get the 
information. 

(1) In the personal interview method, co-operation of 

the people is easily maintained and so high percentage 
of information is received. 

(2i Everybody, sought to be interviewed aa was available 
and was easily approached, and could easily respond 
to the approach. Perfect training for Investigation 
of the interviewer is needed in such cases iFdaen the 
respondent may deliberately give false replle.s. 

Some of the College going boys were sarcastic in 
their way of giving information, and sometimes 
refused to answer. Tjiey were explained the purpose ’ 
of the questions being asked, they were made to talk, 
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and from their conversation, the information was 
drawn. There were some ignorant aged people, vftio 
refused to give answers, saying that they were not 
educated so they cannot give the answers. They 
were also encouraged to give information of the 
informant s. 

(3) The personal characteristics of the informants 
and environment, at that time, is always valuable 
in Interpreting the results. Therefore, the 
interviewer should collect such information and 
should have power of observation of the personal 
characteristics of the informants. 

In the present study, the observation of home 
environments, personal neatness or shabbiness, 
the books, magazines, news papers in their homes, 
were observed. These information, so obtained, 
helped the Interviewer to confirm the statements 
made by the informants. 

( 4 ) The scoring and the test devices can be used, during 
the interviews ^ere the interviewer acts as an 
experimenter. In the present study undertaken, 
scoring and test devices were not used. 
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The Informants' reactions towards the visual 
material, displayed by the interviewer to the 
informant can be recorded. Wo visual materials 
Mere UvSed and hence no reactions to such materials 
were made. Sometimes it hanoens that interviewer 
forgets to complete the items and accepts the 
Incomplete answers, on such occasions, he should 
visit again the same informant without annoying or 
disturbing him. There were ten revisits paid to get 
the compleL'e informations, and the Inforraonts v?ere 
not arnoyed or disturbed by such revisit, 

C6) '.'Ihen the informants, do not nay attention and make 
some spontaneous reactions, the interviewer can 
catch such spontaneous reactions. In the present 
study, no such spontaneous reactions could be 
observed. 

(7) The personal Interview Is always a good deal of 
time consuming method, v^iere the interviewer has 
to draw the attention of the informant about the 
questions. It took about two to three hours while 
interviewing each informant, at the same time, it 
was a streneous process because it happened that 
sometimes informant stonned giving Information as 
other visitors cams to visit them, or they became 
occupied in some other business. Sometimes, they

criticising the education, the behaviour of the 
youth and founders of Vallabh Vildyanagar, and It 
took time to orient them towards the Item asked. 

Also some of them insisted that idiatever they said 
should be recorded. 

(8) Some Informants are sensitive towards some questions 
and rebel against certain questions. Catching 
answers to such questions depends upon the skill and 
technique of the Interviewer. He may change the 
wording of the question or get the answers through 
observation. Such rebeleousness to questions were 
never obtained during the interviews. 

(9) The language of the question should be according 
to the educational level of the Informants, and 
the ability of the person being Interviewed, hence 
misinterpretations are avoided. The selection of the 
samples to be Interviewed should be such that they 
should represent the population. The samples of 
the informants Interviewed represented the college 
going boys and girls, their parents, adults of the 
villages, and also merchants, namely vendors, 
cobblers, tailors, washermen and potters. All of 
them were of different educational levels, and 
wordings of the questions were changed according 
to abilities to respond. Generally, the college 
attending boys and girls knew about the S.T.T. 
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College, so after' explaining to them, the purpose 
of the Interview \^lch they followed easily, and 
they gave their co-operatlono Some of the adults 
were biased towards collegians and Instead of 
giving eorrect Information, showed their attitude 
towards the youth. They were cross questioned 
while getting the Information. Majority of the 
parents of the boys and girls said that their own 
children were always good because of the atmosphere,- 
of their own homes. This was confirmed by the 
observation of their home atmosphere. The Informants 
from the other three villages around \dileh there are 
no educational Institutions like Vallabh Vidyanagar 
were adults, and merchants etc. These were no 
college attending boys and girls. These people were 
not so much Interested., In the Interviews, and ■ 
not anxious to give Information. They did 
not fully understand the purpose of the interviews. 

Soma limitations of the interview method 

lo The "Personal Interview Method" becomes difficult 
to the interviewers because of the transportation 

i 

costs and the time required to cover the large 
area, If such are the circumstances. ' During the 
present study. It was not costly to Interview 
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nearby villages, because it was possible to visit 
them by foot. But the interviews in the other 
villages around which there is no institutions like 
Vallabh Vidyanagar, were bit costly and the time 
consumed was greater than the interviews around 
V allabh Vidyanag ar. 

2o If the interviewer is himself biased in some way, 

he may have the tendency to get his own views 

confirmed by the informants. Utmost care was taken 

answers, 

not to get unbiased^ while taking the interviews. 

But human factor might have distorted to some extent 
the results. 

So To get the complete and correct data, the inter¬ 
viewer must be properly trained and supervised. The 
data obtained might not be fully correct and 
complete, because the samples of the informants were 
not selected from all the communities of the 
population,namely Mohmedans, Christians and people 
from other classes. Thus to get absolutely correct 
information by the survey method is some what difficult 
one. Oood organization is required for supervision 
of the interviews as the process is a oomulex one. 
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Intfir-vlew aghedule: 


The interviewer cannot take the field work before 
preparing the interview schedule. The theory of the 
interview schedule for the present subject and the 
design of the study made in respect with the theory 
to investigate the problem areas follows* 


The Interview schedule should consist of prepared 
questions on the problem under investigation. It is a 
guide to the research worker. The interviewer should 
cover all the questions written on the form. There are 
no fixed rules for the nature, manner, order and langu¬ 
age of the questions. At the same time, questions should 
be;lauch that valid and reliable results are obtained 
which is very necessary In such type of field work. 


Large number of questions were prepared and 

grouped as follovst 

with 

(1; Questions dealing/the Impact on the way of 
living. 

(2) Questions dealing with the Impact on the way 
of education. 

(S) Questions dealir^ with the impact on social 
change. 


(4) 


Questions dealing with the Impact on religion. 
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(6) Questions dealing with the Impact on economy. 

Thereafter questions were sub-grouped further to 
secaaae different information from collgge boys and girls, 
adults and merchants. They were constructed in Gujarati 
language. They were considerably flexible in manner, 
order and language, and were well formulated. 

Size of the schedule, its quality and colour of the proper - 

The size of the schedule is not fixed, it varies 
with the nattire of the survey, Sj- x 11 indies is the 
standard size. Both the sides of the pages of schedule 
should not be utilized in writing the schedule questions, 
one side should be kept blank, so that interviewer may 
record any special notes. The paper should be durable, 
because the schedule is used and handled a great deal 
during the investigation. Ordinary vdiite and of light 
colour schedule should be used because the less 
conspicuous the schedule, less likely would be the 

I 

objection of the informants "in giving the answers. The 
size of the schedule was kept 8i- x 11 inches, it was 
white in colour and one side only of the pages was used, 
the reverse was left blank for special notings. 

Arrangeme nts of the items on the Schedulev- 


The questions should be grouped which belong 
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together, because then only, they can be easily found 
out • If the Q.uestlon Is based on the answer of the 
first question, it should be placed next to the first 
questioua Whan public opinion is sought, the inter¬ 
viewer should not be allowed to change the worfiing, 
during the interviews, so that responses to that question 
oan be easily compared. All the questions were 
arranged in groups as stated above. No rigldlly was 
maintained vftille asking the questions, because public 
opinion by groups of informants, was not attempted for. 
Wordings were changed according to the ability of the 
informants, keeping the meaning of the questions qiolte 
const ant • 

gome suggestion for the c hoice of questions and the 
nature of the questions to be selected* - 

1. Questions Ti^ich have direct bearing on the 
problem should be selected. Therefore those 
questions were kept in the schedule vrtilch had 
direct bearing on the problem. 

2. Those questions whose answers oan be secured 
from other sotiroes, and those questions nAiose 
information they are not likely to give, should 
not be included. There were no such questions 





which the Informant could not answer, were included 
in the schedule. 

The analysis of the • data should be kept in mind 
when some new questions ate added to ^ 
schedule. The question should not be Irrelevent 
to the subject under study. Analysis of the data 
was kept in mind, and care was taken that all the 
questions are kept relevant to the tonic under survey. 
The data, findings and analysis of other similar 
subject if undertaken, should be kept before the 
mind, which helps in comparison, with the data 
collected. In the present study, comparable data 
were not secured, because no such survey was taken 
before hand and so was not available. 

Questions on personal achievements should be 
avoided, because it is likely that they will 
yield inaccurate resnonses. To guard this, 
proper precautions should be taken. No (.questions 
on personal achievements were Included in the 
schedule, 

Only those questions should be included ^Ich do 
not require any extra work on the part of the 
interviewer. There were no such questions included 
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in the schedule which required any extra work. 

7. Questions should not be ambigious, no ambigious 
questions in the schedule were taken. 

8* The indirect questions are less embarassing, 

Certain questions which were found eubarraaing 
to the uarents of the college going boys and 
girls were mai e to be less embarassing by asking 
indirect questions, 

9* First, question should not appear to the resuondent 
as if you are selling something or advertising - . 

something. He may become suspicious and vrould 
completely refuse to be interviewed. Questions 
which might embarrass them should be kept in the 
middle or at the end of the schedule. Care was 
taisen to arrange the questions in proper sequence, 
even then for some reason or the other, some of 
the interviewers refused to reply thinking 
that their answers will be used for some political 
purnose and will be published in the news-paper 
with their names. 

10. Good reliability and validity of the nro-cedure 
is met with if the -schedule is prepared with 
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all these points In mind and adequate pretesting 
Is done.

Before taking the interview, a pilot interview 
of a few persons was taken, to study the validity of 
the interview schedule, the necessary changes were made 
and also the grouping of the questions were done, 

llathod of Analysis t 

Each question was written on a separate paper 
and answers to this question by all the informants were 
recorded on the same page. Similarly, all the answers 
to the questions from different groups were analysed 
and the conclusions were found out. 
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CHAPEER ITT 


Analysis of the Datas> 


I Before educational campus at Vallabh Vidyanagar 
came into existence,the youth pf the round about villages 
study only upto the matriculation classj and very 
few had the opportunity for higher learning in colleges. 

The College education is more costly, and there¬ 
fore, It may not be within the reach of common men to 
go to distant universities, and therefore, if Vallabh 
Vidyanagar had mot existed, the parents and their wards, 
might not have thought at all of higher education. 

Some universities, however, like Gujarat. University 
prepare some students, idio cannot afford to Join the 
college to take the degree examination as external students, 
because modern age always demands higher education for

good employment) or sucoessful business. Henoe those 
youths) irfio have a special liking for higher education, 
mJi^t have appeared externally in such universities, and 
might have qualified themselves, even if Tallabh 
Vidyanagaur did not exist. 

When Vallabh Vldyanagar, a tovnship of educational 
institutions, came into existence, it might have Inspired 
the youth of the round about villages to take higher 
education. Also, VaHabh Vldyanagar and its various 
educational institutions, might have created, a fascina¬ 
tion for higher education, In those school going boys and 
girls lAio were growing up in the schools side by side 
with the maturation of educational Institutions In Vallabh 
Vldyanagar. Also, it Is quite natural that students 
coming from far off area and studying in Vallabh Vldyanagar 
instltttlons and visiting the round about villages, 
might have created awareness of such higher education In 
the minds of the Inhabitants of those villages. 

Keeping these points In view, the following 
questions were put before the students and their parents 
and other adults. 

1. Do you think that your Idea of taking higher 

education originated because of the existence of 
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the Institutions or colleges in Vallabh 
Vidyanegar? (The question uas asked to parentSj 
college students and other adults*) 

2. If the educational Institutions at Vallabh 

Vidyanagar had not existedf would you have thought 
of taking higher education or sending your wards 
in colleges? (The question was asked to parents, 
college students and other adults.) 

' 3* Would you have taken the external courses of 

other universities, If educational institutions

(The question vas asked to parents, college students

4. Did you think about the colleges of Vallabh

3 rau were studying in the hlghf’ school? 

(The question vas asked to students.) . 

5e Do you think that the people of your village are 
Interested in college eduoatlon, because of the 
college students of other towns visiting your 
village? (The question was asked to adults.) 




Impacb of Vallabh Vldyanagar on the education 
of the people staying In nearby villages. 

Do you think that your idea of taking higher 
education originated because of the existence 
of the institutions or Colleges in Vallabh 
Vldyanagar?* Twenty-four out of forty inter¬ 
viewees* said that they did not think that 
the idea of taking higher education originated 
on account of the Colleges in Vallabh Vidyanagar. 
Some of the adults said that many families in 
the villages were living in Africa, before the 
institutions came into existence* The children 
of some of these were taking higher education 
in London and Tidien the members of such families 
came to the villages, brought the idea of higher 
education in the villages* Sons and daughters 
of those people who were not poor and could 
afford, took education at Baroda or Ahmedabad 
and at such other places. Some adults have been 
thinking that the present era is of higher 
education, therefore they educated their children 
if their purse permitted. Some of the parents 
said that they could afford the expenses of 
higher education in the cities, and their sons 
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and daijghters were bright and passed the 
escamlnatlon every |£'ear« Had they not been 
bright and passed the examination every year* 
and failed in the examination, then It wonld 
not have been possible for them to continue 
their studies in the cities and to meet their 
expenses. 

Some of the students said that their 

relatives who were staying in cities like 

Baroda or Ahmedabad and the like and who were 

taking higher education in the city were the 

sources of inspiration for higher education* 

There was a high school In one of the three 

villages, Tidier e students from other villages 

also came to study. Most of the village boys 

studied upto matriculation class, and so, there 

was a thirst for higher education* Sixteen 

that 

out of fourty interviewees sald/lnstitutions of 
Vallabh Vldyanagar are only responsible for , 

I 

originating the ideas of higher education* 

Some of the adults said that they never thought 
of higher education because farming and bu-ktness 
Tifere more paying for them* 

Some of the parents said they did not 
wish to send their sons aTimy from home as their 
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help ±n farmii^ vas anich needed. 

Some of the students said that even high school 
was not vilthin their reach* Their education 
stopped at the third or fourth standard. There 
was no atmosphere of learning in their family 
and also around thdm , so they never thought 
of higher education. 

Above question was put before the interviewees 
of other three villages around which, there 
has been no institutions llte those of Vallabh 
Vidyanagar. Thirty out of forty interviewees 
said that their elders had no Idea of higher 
education. Some of the adults and even parents 
said that before fifteen years there ware no 
schools In their own villages and therefore, 
the education was limited. Those boys, who 
were studying In the high school stayed in the 
boarding houses of the schools in other towns, 
and it was not possible to meet the expenses 
of each one of the children if each one stayed 
In the hostel. As the high school education 
was limited, then how one could have dreamt 
of college education? 

Some of the students said that the idea 
of taking higher education was Impossible, 




bec9iUS9 of the oxpenses and people were not 
conscious of giving higher education. They 
said that girls' education was necessary upto 
the end of the primary stage only. The main 
argument being that they would never go to 
earn money for their livelihood. 

If the educational institutions at Vallabh 
Vldyanagar had not existed, would you have 
thought of taking higher education or sending 
your wards In colleges? 

Only twelve out of forty interviewees 
said that they would have thought of taking higher 
education even If the educational Institutions 
at Vallabh Vldyanagar had not been started. Some 
of the adults said that there are some rich families 
in the village and they could afford to take or 
give higher education else-where even If, colleges 
at Vallabh Vldyanagar had not come into exist^ce. 
Some of the students said that they could have taken 
higher education elseiidiere because they had no other 
go. They have to earn their livelihood through 
service as their parents owned no land or business. 
They also thought of the possibilities of getting 
aids by way of scholarships etc. 
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Iwenty out of forty Interviewees said 
that they would not have thought of taking 
higher education or giving higher education to 
the children. Now^ It is possible for them 
to study along with the work in the field. 

All the adults 9 parents and students said 
that Vallabh Vldyanagar has removed the economic 
hindrances iidil-ch were the greatest obstacle In 
getting higher education* 

There are students iidio have a special 
liking for ( 1 ) medical education ( 2 ) technical 
education (3) atomic physics (4) social work 
and (5) home-science.:* But as there are no 
facilities for such studies at present in Vallabh 
Vldyanagar 9 they have to give up their choice 
sold take the courses idilch are provided by 
Sardar Vallabhbhal Vldyapeeth. 

Some students said that they wished to 
study through the medium of Gujarati, but they 
could not go to 0 -bher universities and study 
through the medium of their own choice 9 because 
of the economic hindrances. They have to study 
through the medium that Sardar Vallabhbhal 
Vldyapeeth adopts. 

The same question woe put tef the 
Interviewees of three vlll^es around which , 
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there ar© no institutions like those of Vallabh 
Vidyanagar. 

Thirty out of forty interviewees said 
that as there is no place like Vallabh Vidyanagar 
near their village, they cannoto think of 
taking higher education. If there had been 
the institutions of higher education they 
could have thought of taking higher education# 

It would have been oossible for them to study 
alongwith their work In the fields. It would 
have been less expensive also on the other hand. 

3. Would you have taken the external 

courses of other Universities if educstional 
institutions in Vallabh Vidyanagar had not 
come into existence? 

Ten out of forty interviewees said that 
they would have taken the external courses of 
other Universities. 

\ 

These ten interviewees were students 
vh .0 said that they had liking for higher 
learning right from their school days. Some 
of the lady students said that after passing 
the S.S.C. Examination, they would have taken 
to S.NoD.T. courses and they would surely have

136311 able to get th.a Degree conferred upon them. 

Thirty out of forty interviewees said 
that if there had baen no educational institution 
of Vallabh Vidyanagar, they wciuld not have 
studied through the e3cternal courses of other 
Universities. 

Some of the adults and parents said that for 
taking higher education, atmosphere of learning, 
guidance of professors and coaching in the 
studies are very much needed. 

Some of the students said that even 
though they had taken to escternal courses,. 
Perhaps they would not have been able to 
complete the same. They mentioned the follow¬ 
ing factors as reasons, there of: (l) Teats and 
tutorials are needed to keep oneself regular 5 

(2) Teaching is needed to keep on learning: 

( 3 ) It is not possible to learn alongwith the 
household work; ( 4 ) Competition is absolutely 
necessary to keep up learning (5) College 
learning is enjoyableF^ (6) Some wanted to 
study in engineering or science and estbernal 
courses provide for only arts courses, and 
hence there is no go without resorting to that 




(7) College provides for them good cos^any, 

^Ich Is not possible if they take external 
courses* 

The above question was put to the 
people of the villages around which there are 
no colleges like those of Vallabh Vldyanagar. 

Some of the Interviewees said that they 
had taken to external coursesy but could not 
complete them. Most of them said that they are 
farmers and It was not possible for them to 
study* Those who wanted to study are studying 
In different colleges in other cities. 

Had there been a place like Vallabh 
Vldyanagar they would have continued their studies* 

Did you think hbout the educational 
Institutions of Vallabh Vldyanagar, ^^lle you 
were studying In your high schools? Did you know 
anything about the nature of courses taught In 
the colleges, at the time you were studying In 
the hlghr school? 

Twenty-seven out of forty Interviewees 
said that they were tlidnklng of the colleges of 
Vallabh Vldyanagar when they were In high

schools. They knew about the courses that were 
taught In the Colleges at Vallabh Vldyanagar* 

Some of the students said that they were studying 
In eight and nlneth class of the school, and 
at that time, they had vltneaaed the opening 
ceremony of Englnerlng College by Lord 

Mountbatten. They had come to hear the lecture 
of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, they had come to hear 
the lecture of Dr. Bajendra Prasad and Dr. 
Radhakrlshnan. All of them had created lasting 
Impressions on them and they desired to take 
the advantage of this place by taking college 
education. 

Some of the students said that ‘vdien they 
saw students playing games on the play-grounds 
of the colleges or ^en they came to see the 
cricket mathhes, and the students participating In 
sports tournaments, they had made up their minds In 
vdilch college they would study. 

Most of the students had a fascination 
for the Engineering College. 

Thirteen out of forty students said 
that when they were stud^d-ng In a high school 
there was nothing at Vallabh Vld|ianagar and 
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hence they thought nothing of Vailabh Vidynnagar. 
The same question was put to the Interviewees 
of villages aronnd which there are no colleges 
like those of Vaiiihh Vidyanagar. 

Most of the interviewees said that as 
there are no colleges nearby, they seldom 
thought of higher education idille studying in 
the' high school. 

5b Do you think that people of your village 

are interested in college education, because 
of the college students of other towns visiting 
your village? 

All the forty interviewees said that they 
have started taking more interest in the higher 
education for their own boys and girls on 
account of many students of other towns and 
villages, studying in the College sometimes 
visit these villages of these interviewees 
often and contact them. 

They said that they are made aware of 
the higher education because their mode of 
living in particular and attitude to life in 
generaLUost of them said tliatihls thirst of 
higher learning is seen in the upper middle 
class society to a greater extent. But the 
lower castes like Baralyps^, Dharalas, 
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Vagharies and Harijans ate are not Interested 
In the higher education at all# Even Mohmedans 
and Christians from these villages are not much 
Interested in the higher education to some 
e:ct: ent. 


Summar jrt- 


From the data that preceeded. , ve can summarise 
that coming into existence of the educational institutions 
has far reaching effects on the village community round 
about, so far as levels of education are concerned# 

This can be summarised as under. The idea of 
taking to higher education in the villages has not just 
originated from the educational institutionsin Vallabh 
Vldyanagar. The economic barrier was a great hindrance, 
which came In the way of the youth, to study in other 
Universities, which were to some extent away from their 
homes. At the same time) even if there had been no 
Vallabh Vldyanagar, they would not have also taken to 
the higher education by external courses, because they 
thought that only educational atmosphere, could inspire 
the studies. 

Those children who were growing up along-wlth 
the growth of ' the various educational institutions 
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in Vallabh Vidyanagarj began thinking of higher 
education, from the time tflien they were studying in 
the high school. Vallabh Vidyanagar is a cosmopolitan 
township, where-in students from different states and 
from various part of Gujarat, come to study. When 
these students used to visit the villages around Vallabh 
Vidyanagar, the people of the villages used to become 
more interested in higher education, and they started 
to send their boys and girls to Vallabh Vidyanagar 
for higher studies* 

The thirst for higher learning is not seen 
in the lower castes like Baraiyas, Bharalas, Vagharies 
and Harijans etc* Even Mohemedans and Christians from 
these villages are not much interested in the higher' 
education to some extent. 

« 

II The general influence of the higher education 

on the village students. 

Education is supposed to modify the behaviour 
pattern, to widen the interest, and to broaden the 
vision of the aducands. Naturally, Tdien the youths from 
the villages around Vallabh Vidyanagar enter the pavilion 
of higher education, and ab'^least, study for four years, 
the v^lllege education might have changed their out-look, 
their field of knowledge, and might have prepared them 
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for bearing the various responsibilities of life,. They 
might appear to be quite different from other fellows 
and their forefathers, all of -sdiom had not the 
opportunities to study in the Colleges. Such change 
generally appears in College students, if they xd-den 

' their information by reading news-papers, books, other 

and 

than their prescribed text-books/magazlnes critically. 
Also wide reading might change their co'lloqulal language 
and reflects in their conversation the cultured language 
of the books, including the English language also. 

Various activities of Colleges, such as debating 
competltionstj to write articles in the College magazines, 
to take part in the sports and the games etc, might 
provide a large field for releasing their energies- in 
proper direction. 

The change of work of the students, that is 
from agriculture field to the Colleges, might have 
changed the rough characteristics of the students-eoming 
from the families of farmers and might have made them 
sensitive to fine arts. 

As most of the students from the round about 
villages are the sons and daughters of farmers, they 
might not get time to ;joln the N.C.C. and N.C.G.H, and 
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hence might not have participated in N.C.C. and N.C.G.R. 

In large, number* Alsoy the college education might 
have affected their attitude tovarda physical activities. 

The villages around Vallabh Vidyanagar were 
very active during the independence movement. Most of 
the villagers had digested the teachings of Gandhijl 
and Saxdar Vallabhhhal Patel, When sons or daughters 
of these villagers study in the colleges, they might have 
understood the principles of Gandhijl and Sardar 
Valiabhbhal Patel. These enlightened studmnts might 
now wish to raise the standard of Gujarat, 

Education imparted in Vallabh Vidyanagar does 
not differ from the education imparted In other universities^, 
hence it might have changed the village behaviour Into 
city behaviour. 

Keeping these points in view, the fbllowlng 
questions were put to the students, their parents and 
other adults.

(l) Do students read News-Papers? 

Twenty-five out of thirty Interviewees 
said that students are reading news-papers. 
Adults said that students are reading news¬ 
papers but not with proper insight. Gome 
of them said that they are reading for 
killing time only, but the purchase of news¬ 
paper is Increased during the last fifteen 
yearsp^ 

Some of the parents said that they are 

much Influenced by the political thoughts 

' - ' 

of the organizers of Vallabh Vljlyanagar. 
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Th.ey discuss the dally events with their 
parents. Students said that they are 
much lnte;rested in the politics of India 
specially of Gujarat, Most of the 
students have developed the habit of 
criticising the government• Some of 
the students said th t they are 
interested in current affalss to remain 
well Informed with the affairs of the 
world but are more interested in the 

current affairs of India. Most of them 

/ 

are only interested in Sports, literary 
sections and science sections. Some of 
the girl students said that they are 
interested in artlcals written specially 
for women. They experiment with the 
house hold hint or preparation of dishes 
given in the news paper. Most of the 
students read Gujarati News Paper and 
very few are Interested In reading the 
articles on religion. 

The same question was put to the 
people of the villages around ■which there 
are no institutions li!face Vallabh 
Vldyansg ar , 




'Twenty out of forty interviewees said 
that people are reading news papers. The 
scale of reading news—papers has 
imcreased during the last ten years. 

They are not reading English news 
papers. Most of the people are 
interested,in avents dealing with 
accidents murders or kidnapping. They 
cannot discuss the world events or 
currant problems of India, 

■<5ELnoa they do not read about it and 
do not discuss with each other. Very 
few are interested in the sports section 
or the literary section of the news 
papers. There were some interviewees 
who said that they are interested in 
religious section I Most of the girls 
and women said that they do not read 
news-papers. 

Are students interested In reading 
books^ magazines other then their 
own text books? 

Nineteen out of twenty-five interviewees 
said that they are Interested in extra 
reading. Parents and adults said that 
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students are Interested In extra reading» 
but most of them read novels, short 
stories or'magaslnese In short, they read 
idiateTrer do not strain their mind. Very 
few students are interested In the reading 
of magazines like 'Kumar', 'Sanskrutl* 
or 'Reader's Digest', providing mental 
gymnastics to them. They read as a 
leslure time activity only. Many are 
Interested In film magazines and take great 
delight In reading and devouring discussions 
pertaining to the same and hold lively 
discussions* Students also said that most 
of them read novels, short stories and the 
like. One of the student Interviewees said 
that he is Interested In a book of Vlnobsuh 
Bhave and ho has decided to put his 
principles of Sarvodaya Into action. 

One of the girl students said that the 
was much interested In a book called 
"Chtralekha"• As "Chltralekha" unveils 
the curtain of Untruth and blind-beliefs 
and finds out the way towards truth, 
similarly she wants to throw away old 
Ideas of the elders and wants to lead 




them toTwards light. Another girl said 
that she is more Interested in philosophy 
and vd.ll read more and more books on 
philosophy. 

Many girls read •Famina', 'Dharrayng' 
and the like. 

The above question vras put to the people 
of other villages around vihlch there are 
no institutions like Vallabh Vidyanagaro 
Most of the interviewees said that 
people are Interested in reading books, 
but the books are of lower standard. 

Nobody reads magazines like 'Sanskriifcl' 
or 'Reader's Digest*, Not a single 
girl reads 'Famlnh** Teen-age boys and 
girls and soma adults read 'CJhitralok' 
but not Film fare or 'Film India’ 
because the latter ones are in iQnglisho 
The village youth are also interested 
in film magazines* 

Is IKbIp Spoken language Charotarl Gujarati? 
Ten out of twenty-seven Interviewees 
said that the language in vftilch they 
speak is of Gharotarl accents* Adults 
and parents said that the spoken language 
Is not Improved,still one can make out 
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whether a particular boy or girl Is from 
Gharo-t;*?ar Area or other-wise., The language 
Trial oh is spoken is not a polished language 
but colloquial. Some of the adults said 
that they do not like that their children 
should loose the characteristics of 
Charothr,- They are using some English 
Tffords while speaking and the English -words 
are coming in speaking naturally. Word 
"Authomatic" -would come automatioally.to ;them. 
Some of the students said that, their 
spoken language Is definitely Improved 
and they do not speak like Dharalas or 
Baralyas. But some -words -which are 
peculiar to Charotar come nat-urally to 
them, although they have great opnortunl- 
ties to hear good G-uJarati spoken by 
their professors and teachers and 
therefore spoken language is not very 
rough.

The same question wasi^to the people of 
villages aro-und -vriilch there Is no 
Institutions like Vidyanagar. 

Forty out of forty Intervie-weas said that 
their language Is full of CSharotarl 




accents, because they have little 
contact with the people from other 
districts and their cultural heritage 
Is deep rooted In the soils of Charotar. 
The language Is very rough, and abusing 
words are coming naturally thenio They 
said that they have little opportunity 
to improve the language as they have no 
contacts with other people other than 
of their own villages. 

Do students take part In the debating 
competitions, writ© articles etc. In 
their college magazines? 

Do they take part in games and sports? 
Twenty-five out of twenty-five interview¬ 
ees -vUio were students said that they do 
not take part in debating competitions. 
Nor do they give their contributions 
in the college magazines. They do not 
take part In games and sports. 

Are students interested in fine arts? 
Twelve adults out of thirty interviewees 
said that they are Interested in 
some are Interested in acting but very 
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fdw ELre Ini; ere St ed ±n music. 

liking for acting Is only the 
resLTlt of entertainment progrmnznes 
given In Vallabh Vldyanageir. They 
do choose high t3npa of drama »hen 
they perform dramas In their 
villages. Variety entertainment 
programme Isnone village vlz.^ Bakrol^ 
has because an annual feature of the 
village. Tv© students have taken to 
drawing as a special subject euad they 
are going to attend faculty of Pine 
Arts at Baroda from their village 
dally. Their going to Baroda to 
study fine arts Is due to the Impact 
of Vallabh Vldyanagar. Host of the 
students said that they are Interested 
In fine-arts, but they got the Interest 
udille they were In school. Vallabh 
Vldyanagar has directly nothing 
to do with the Pine ArtSv Colleges 
of Vallabh Vldyanagar have no direct 
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Influence on the fine arts but the 
students are Influenced IndirectIjjr In 
and by Vallabh Vldyanagar* 

The same question was put before the 
people from other villages around 
'Which there are no Institution 
like Vallabh Vldyanagar* 

Thlerty-two out of forty Inter* 
vle%iees said that they are not 
Interested In flne^arts. They said 
that most of the people are poor 
and have no happiness In their life ' 
to indulge In such activities» 

The tjqpe of needle^work *idiloh Is 
found In the villages of Sa-urashtra 
Is not found In their villages • there 
are no folk lores-folk songs; folk 
dancings and paintjtngs. 

Ten out of forty Interviewees said 
that the boys studying In high 
schools y like drawings and paintings 9 
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their work was appreciated In the 
esEhlbltlon organised by the dif- 
'feront schools* But as soon 
as they leave the school| their 
activities dull down drearily and 
fades away with time. 


Cl) Do most of the college students 

of villages around Vallabh Vldyanagar 
Join N«C«C« or N.C.C.R.? 

Thirteen out of twenty-two 
interviewees said that students have 
Joined the N.C.C. or N.C.C.R. 

They said that students Join N.C.C. 
or B.C.C.B. because 

(1) It Is compulsory. 

(2) Because students think that 
by Joining N.C.C., the 
percentage of marks will 
tee increased. 

(3) They also like to build up 
good physique.

Sight out of t-iranty student Inter¬ 
viewees said that! 

Cl) It has made them early risers» 

(2) It hr^s made them more disciplined* 

( 3 ) It has made them acquainted 

with the students of other 
umlvorsltles ^en they go to 
annual camp* 

But majority said that N.C*C. has not 

helped them. 

( 1 ) It consumes more time so It 
effects their studies. 

(2) Their vans are most irregular 
which Irritates them. 

( 3 ) It does not make them more disci¬ 
plined. Those iftio are already 
disciplined before—hand remain 
disciplined further and those 
'vdio are not disciplined before¬ 
hand do not obtain any better 
discipliney as soon as they 

come out of the N .C .G• Parade• 
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( 3 ) Do students like physical work or mental 
work? 

Twenty out of thirty Interviewees said 
that they do not like physical work. 

Most of the adults said that the students 
do not like the physical work, nor the 
mental work^ they are attending college 
In order to avoid physical work. They 
do not like mental work, as most of them 
are not studying seriously. Only 5^ of 
the students of the village like physical 
work as well as mental work. Most of 
the parents also said that the students 
do not like physical work. They have 
become more easy going and perhaps Idle 
too. Because their standard of health 
Is falling. They dd not go to Vallabh 
Vidyanagar on foot but prefer to come 
by bus. Thus the habit of walking Is not 
cherished by most of them. 

Few of the students said that they like 
physical work and to one of the Interview¬ 
ees, It has been a sort of hobby,. These 
Interviewees said that physical work 
and mental work are both, necessary for 




the development o Majority of the 
students said that they do not like 
physical wik and they do not like to 
Join the social cajnp organised by the 
N«G.G. Also they become irritated 
if they have to come walking to Vallabh 
Vldyanagar. 

The same qfuestlon was put to the people 
of villages around which there is no 
place like ^ITaillabh, TJi*dyanag ar • 

Thirty-five out of forty said that 
youths do not like physical work. They 
iike some mental work and to work in 
the officles. They do not like to work 
in the fields. Only five of them said 
that there are youths who like physical 
work because they are wise and know the 
importance and necessity of physical 
work. 

Do you think that the canaclty of the 
students to do the physical work is 
less than that of their forefathers? 
Twenty two out of thirty Interviewees 
said that the capacity to do the physical 
work is not lowered down on account of 
the higher education.- Most of the

adults and parents said that they can 
work as much as their fore-fathers but 
they do not like to work. 

Ten out of thirty said that they have 
no capacity for the physical work. They 
get tired soon after the mental vrork, 
since they do not get sufficient good 
nutritive food. 

The same question was nut to the people 
of villages around which there are no 
institutions like Vidyanagar. 
Thirty-five out of thirty-five said that 
the youths have the capacity to do the 
physical work but it has lowered down 
to some extent because of not eating 
imtritive food. 

Some of them said that the youth of 
the villages do not like physical work, 
they have become easy going and wish to 
fly away to the cities after the period 
of study is over. 

Cs) Do the students xmderstand the 

philosophy of Gandhiji or Vallabhbhai 
Pat el.? 

Twenty-eight out of thirty interviewees 
said that they do not understand the ' 
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philosophy of Gandhior Vallabhbhai 
Patel. Some of the adnlts said that 
their names are used in obtaining selfish 
motives. Sfadents have nothing to do 
with Gandhiji or Vallabhbhai Patel* Some 
of the parents said that students take 

g 3 

pride that Sardar Patelytoelong to them 
and GandhiJi was Gujarati. But their 
respect for them do not beyond that. 

Very few are wearing Khadi and nobody 
spins. Instead of that they like Nylone 
and other flnarles from Africa, 

Students said that they have respect for 
GandhiJi and Vallabhbhai Patel but they 
have not read their books, nor books 
written by other writers on their 
philosophies. They show Just a sort of 
lip respect and make a show of trying 
to understand the philosophies of 
Mahatma Gandhi and Sardar Patel. 

The same (luestion was put before the 

people of villages around -(idilch there 

are no institutions likeVvallabh^Vi^yana-gar. 
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Thirty out of forty Interviewees said 
that Gandhij)! and Sardar Patel's names are 
not remembered during the course of the year. 

They are remembered only at the Jayantles which 
are celebrated In the sohool. They remember 
him by building huts on 'Bantla Barash' or ■ 
cleaning their villages. In these 
activities) only school children participate. 

Only one of the intofviewees said that he 
had read the autobiography of GandhiJi. 

(6) Do students wish to raise the standard of 

Gujarat as compared with that of other provinces? 
Twelve out of thirty said that they wish 
to raise the value of Gujarat as compared 
with other provinces. They said students 
played the leading role In the Maha Gujarat 
Movement. They said that policy of the Gujarat 
Government is' of not introducing English from 
the fifth standard in schools will make Gujarat 
remain backward than the other provinces. 
Eighteen out of the thirty Interviewees 
said that they wish to raise the value of 
Gujarat compared with that of other states, ‘ 
but they have not thought anything about It. 
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The same question was put to the people 
of villages around which there are no 
Institutions like Vallabh Vldyanager* 
Thirty-two out of forty said that they 
wish that GujEorat should occupy the first 
rank In comparison with other provinces. 
But they said that It is not thought by 
them how It can take place. 

(7) How do the students behave with the 

students of other pr6vlnces and districts 
of Gujarat studying In Vallabh Vldyanagar? 
Twenty-three out of thirty Interviewees 
said that the students behave well end 
keep friendship with the students of 
other provinces. Some of them said that 
the staff of N.C.C. belongi ng to other 
provinces and staying In their villages 
is more helped by the students than the 
natives of the same villages. Few said 
that there are few students studying 
at Vallabh Vldyanagar from other provinces 
and very few of our students have contact 
with them as to a greater extent they 
seem reserved people. But the students 
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have friendships with the students 

coming from other districts of-Gujarat* 

They often Invite them to their homes* 

put 

The same question was/to the people 
of villages aro^lnd which there are no 
Institutions like 'Vallabh Vldyanagar* 

The youth behave In a cordial way with 
the people'from bther parts of Gujarat 
staying in their villages. 

(8) Has the influence of village life 

lessened on the part of the students? 

Do students eome out of the village 
Influences? Have they become more city 
like or do they have the characteristics 
of villages? 

Twenty out of thirty interviewees who 
were parents and adults said that the 
student s look like city boy or -girl as 
far as their dresses are concerned* 

They are not behind the higher middle 
class society of the city* But In 
nature and lii behaviour they are like 
village people. Most of them said that 
they are very hospitable with their 
^ neighbours, the help In every respect the 




new coaixers. in the villages They are 
open minded and are more eactrovert • If 
they do not agree in some matter with 
other fellows, they are frank to tell 
them what they think right • Some of 
them said that they are considered rough 
in their behaviour. It is because they 
never bare the injustice done to them. 
Their nature is not submissive* 

^^at is the attitude of students towards 
business^farming or service? Are they 
enterprising towards business? 

Twelve out of twenty adult, interviewees 
said that the most of students are 
deslreous of joining services, they like 
businees but they have no caplt.S.1 and 
they do not like farming because they are 
not landlords. Those, who have some land 
have not taken advantage of the Agricultur 
College. Only one student who is B.Sc. 
is doing farm work. ' They like to go to 
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Afrloa and aattAa tlxerai but naw tba^r 
thlnlE that it is not possible# It 
seems that they are not enterprlsiisg as 
their elders used to be# She same 
qtuestlon vas put to the people of 
villages around vhloh there are no 
institutions like Vallabh Ytdyanegair* 

Tventy'^tuo out of forty Intorvievoes 
said that the youth have fascination for 
serrioea in the city# But they are 
not enterprising* Others idio are in 
business said that business in villages 
is toe Slav in ooaperlson vith the 
business in cities end fev of them said 
that they ulah to compete with the 
businessmen in the cities* Most of the 

others said that they do mot vish to 

* 

go to cities and compete with themi they 
nay not be able to profit as the merchants 
of the cities but they are satisfied 
with idiat they profit in village* 




It; Is found frcun tho above investigation that 
the students of the three villages, studying In the 
educational institutions of Vallabh Yldyanagar are 
reading news-papers critically,' They are interested 
in current affairs, sport section, and science 
section. The college education has widened the field 
of their interests. They are mostly interested In 
reading novels, short stories, and magaalnes of good 
standard, it seems that collage education has enabled 
them to select good novels, they read idiat do' not 
strain their mind, but this has not fully improved. 
The girl students are interested In women's articles 
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and they ea^erlment In the house-hold hints or 
preparation of dishes given in the news-paper* 

Their colloquial language, ^Ich is Charotarl 
Qujaratl, but it is on the way of improving. 

Some 6f them do not wish to loose the charact¬ 
eristics of Charotarl Grujaratl language. They 
are now taking some Interest in the fine arts and 
short plays, as they have started Kala-Mandala and the 
like in their villages. They do not however take 
part in debates, and in other literary activities 
of the colleges* They have battered themselves 
than the boys and girls of those villages, around 
Tdilch there la no such place as Vallabh Vldyana^ar* 
Though the change found in them, is not very rapid. 

Various activities going in Vallabh Vldyanagar 
have attracted some of the students,all of them have 
taken part in those activities like N.C.G. and N.C.C.H. 
which have now become compulsory. However these 
activities have helped them only to some extent, and not 
as fully as desirable* Their attitude towards physical 
work has changed, they have become more easy-going. It 
is not because their physique or health is weakened by 
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women folk only. With the increase of higher education 
amongst the girls and boys, the equal distribution of 
work between oollege attending boys and girls might have 
taken place. Those students, whose parents have farms 
and buffaloes, might not be spending time in such kind of 
works pertaining to these, because parents become conscious 
towards higher education of their sons and daughters. 
Therefore, the families might be bearing the loss of help 
of their sons and daughters, were great assets before¬ 
hand in their field of work. At the same time, perhaps, 
each and every parent, might not have become, so very 
conscious of the higher education, and so, the students 
might not have been getting enough time for their studies. 

It is quite likely that the higher education 
might have made the students helpful to their younger 
brothers and sisters in their studies. 

At the same time, the attitude of the elders, 
might have changed from their autocratlig ways to the way 
of giving more freedom to their sons and daughters 
studying in the colleges. Higher education might have 
modified the behaviours of the educands. The complete 
change in the field of work of the students, that is 
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from the farms, to their eclTAcation might have made them 
more free, and might have made them to make better use 
of their leisure hours. 

The educated youth of the villages, might be able 
to see the deterioration in their village society^ and 
might have tried to solve them, also, such problems, 
including the headache problem of the dowries and also 
the troubles in the Joint family systems. 

It is also possible, that the admission of the 
students totbe higher education institutions in Vallabh 
Vidyanagar might have raised their own status, as well as 

I 

the status of the families in the villages. 

In order to find out the above possibilities, 
the following questions were asked to the interviewees, 

(1) Do you find any change in 1he ways of living of

(The question was put to students and adult members

( 14 ) Has education solved the problem of dowsrj?? 

(This question was put to the students, parents 
and adult members in the society.), 

( 15 ) Have the institutions at Vallabh Vldyanagar solved 
the problem of marriage? 

(It was put to the parents and adult members of 
the society). 

(16^ Are there any efforts made by the students taking 
higher education to improve the flfcpnduct, and the 
standard of learning of the school going children? 
(This question was asked to students,parents and 
the adult members of the society,) 

(17) Has the joint family system broken down in your 
village? 




(This question was asked to the students and 
the adult members In the society.) 

Are there any social organizations in your villages? 
What part do students play in them? 

(This question was asked to the students and the 
adult:, member of the society.) 

Is there any influence of University teachers 
staying in your village? 

(This question was asked to adult members in the 
society.) 

Do you think that because of the higher education 
the status of the family and also the status of 
the students taking higher education have both 
increased? 

(Tills question was asked to the students, and 
adult members in the society.) 


Do you find any change in the ways of living of 
students taking higher education? 

Thirty out of forty interviewees said 
that there is a profound change in their ways of 
living. Most of the adults said that the students, 
especially the boys are going to bed during late 
hours of night and are getting up late in the 
morning. 




The ddulh interviewees said that they 
have given up the way of cleaning their teeth 
hy old traditional way'j and have started to 
clean their teeth with brush and paste„ They 
like breakfast of bread-butter and eggs, 

Instead of bhakhari and such simple snacks. 

They do not like to help in the household 
works. Before fifteen years, the sons of the 
house used to do any type of work which was 
shown to them. To-day if they are asked to go 
to the field, they say that they cannot bare 
the heat, but if at the same time, if they 
feel going out to visit their friend at Vallabh 
Vldyanagar, they will not feel the heat of the 
mid-day. The sixty year old fatherr^ would go 
to the flour mill, with a bag of wheat and his 
son will not be ashamed of playing cricket or 
hearing the radio instead. The girls cannot 
escape the house-hold work, but one can see 
the great changes in the ways in which they 
do the work. They have become more quick 
and clean in their work* 

Some parents said that there is no 
remarkable change in the ways of living of 
their sons and daughers taking higher educatiom* 
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Some of them said that they are getting up 
early in the morning, they are helping their 
parents in the fields and are ready to lend 
a helping hand in any type of work shown to 
them. Their sons and daughters are not 
influenced by the Colleges in their ways of 
living, because of their home atmosphere and 
of good guidance given to them by their parents. 
They were behaving nicely ever since they were 
in the schools. 

Most of the students interviewees.also agneed 
that there has been a change in their ways of 

I 

living. Some of them have been helping in the 
fields or house-hold work, because of sheer 
necessacity, and as soon as they are relieved 
of this work they do become very happy. 

Most of them do not get up early in the 
morning except during the days of examination. 
They like tooth brush and prefer to use bread- 
butter and eggs. They like to have sofa sets 
- and radios in their houses, whenever they reach 
a position in which they can afford to buy these 
laxuries. Often they take their meals on 
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tables and chairs. Th-ey do not like the 
usual stereotyped cooked food in the house, 
they like purl and bhakhri & chapati of ’•-(rhaat 
instead of lo4f prepared from ba^ara. They 
like to take bath in the bath room and like 
to have a separate towel and soap. 

Adults, parents and students unanimously 
agree that there is a gretit Increase in the 
expenditure so far as their way of living is 
concerned. Expenditure has increased in the 
getting the clothes washed in laundry, on 
tinopal, soaps, ironing, tailoring, on shoes 
et G. 

Girls prefer frocks, skirt,blouses, 
Punjabi-dresses and most modern saries. Their 

dresses are much more showy and at, the same 

( 

time expensive, G-lrl students snend more on 
clothes and toileteiy, on Imiitatlon 
Jewellery, In the same way, their ways of 
living, their expenditure have influenced 
other members of the family. Their brothers 
and sisters who are not atftending colleges 
sire also following the path of their college 
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going brothers and sisters. The students 
appear more polished and there roughness Is 
disappearing^, slowly. 

The same question was put before the 
Interviewees of villages around "vrinlch there 
are no educational Institutions like Vallabh 
Vidyanagar. 

Most of the people are working in 
the fields, along with their fathers, they 
have to look after the buffaloes. They go to 
bed early and rise early, and clean their 
teeth in a traditional way, they do hot take 
bread-butter and eggs, nor they oat on tables 
and chairs. If they are sons of merchants, 
they help their fathers in looking after the 
shops. If they have not to work in the fields 
or have no shops, they 3oln the petty services 
like primary school teachers, clerks in 
Bevenue Departments etc. At that time, they 
make little changes In the living according 
to the demands of the atmosphere. 

Five out of forty Interviewees said 
that there is change in the ways of living 
of school going boys, especially the students 
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Of higher classes. They do not like to work 
In the fields, but they have to. They like 
to have vrlst—vetches, but they do not care 
to have sofa><sets or separate bath^oroons or 
separate tovels. They oat loaves prepared 
from bajara and khleharl, and they do not 
demand purlas or bhakrles. Their ways of 
living is not \diat was fifteen years before. 
They visit elnema and hotels 'vitiehever they go 
to the nearest town. They also find change 
In the way of dressing* Bobody Is wearing 
dboties or caps. Mostly they are wearing 
pyjamas, shirts or bush ooats; few of them 
wear pants* The dresses of the grown up girls 
are not at all ohengad, only young girls 
studying in primary schools, wear frocks* 

There Is little cKpenillttars on clothes, 
tolXetery, on imitation jewelry, on tailoring, 
on washing, on tlnopal, on Ironing etc. The 
youth of these villages do not appear polished 
and they are rough In their behaviour. 

(3) How much time Is spent In the house^phold work 
by the student? 

Ten lady students out cf forty 
lntervisws:ss said that most of their time after 
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College hours is spent in/house-hold work, 
and they are doing not with interest, but 
they are doing it because they have to do it . 

Ten boy students out of forty inter¬ 
viewees said that most of the boy students 
are not doing the general work in their 
homes* They said that there is nothing for 
them to do in the house because everything 
is done by the woman-folk of the home. 
Sometimes there are clashes in the family, 
because 'girls are also studying In the 
College, and as there is similarity in their 
study, girls are demanding the part of the 
house hold work to be done by the boys. 
Sometimes College going girls are entrusting 
work on their younger or elder sisters who 
are not attending the Colleges. The girl 
students never remain absent from the College 
on account of the home work. 

Ten adults out of forty Interviewees 
said that, most of the boys or girls do not 
like to do any physical work* To avoid 
quarrels in the house and maintain peace, 



and also to give more time to the girl- 
students, parents are keeping house maidso 
The husking, grinding of the grains and 
such laboreous -work is not done by the girls. 

The same question vas nut to the 
people of villages around which there are no 
Colleges like those of Vallabh Vidyanagar. 

Forty out of forty interviewees 
said that girls are doing the house-hoId 
work. School going girls even remain absent 
from the- school ■v^enever there is more 
special work in the house. Priority is 
given to the house hold work and not to 
the study. Even husking, grliifling of the 
grain is done by the girls. In their houses 
quarrels are not taking place between 
brothers and sisters, because it is taken 
for granted that girls have to work in the 
house, and boys do not share in the house hold 
work. Also, they do not keep house maids. 

Do students give less time to the house-hold 
work because of College studies? 


Twenty ^Irl students out of twenty-five 




interviewees said that they are giving less 
time to house-hold work because of the 
College studies* Most of them do not cook 
in the morning, but they sweep the rooms 
and wash the clothes and in t he evening they 
cook for the family. House-maids only clean 
the vessels. Other extra works are not done 
by them, because of the time they require 
for the studies. If there are buffaloes in 
the house, milking and cleaning work is done 
by the mother or any elderly lady or maid. 

How much time Is spent in studies? 

Five out of twenty-five girls said 
that most of the work is done by thei^, and 
whatever little time they get, they spent 
in house-hold work. 

Generally^they read at nigh^jand they 
feel that they do not get sufficient time 
to read, and hence t'hey are envious of 
girls staying inthe hostels. 

Do the boys, -vtio have farms and fields and 
buffaloes In their homes do some work on all 
these? 
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Only ten out of twenty-five inter¬ 
viewees said that they are doing some work 
on the farms and fields. 

Ten parents and adults out of twenty- 
five Interviewees said that there are some 
students who do the work of farm and fields 
and they are not ashamed of doing any type 
of work. They can drive the cart, they can 
bring the bundle of grass from the field, 
they take the buffaloes to drink water in 
the pond. 

Boys said that they ha^e to heln their 
fathers in the farm, but most of them do not 
like it, and they do not do it willinglyo 

Fifteen out of twenty-five students 
interviewees said that the boys do not do it 
such type of work, and it is to bo entrusted 
to the servant or younger brothers in the 
family, ^o are not going to the College. 
Quarrels sometime take place between 
brothers for the division of works. Now, 
many families sell the buffaloes, because it 
is difficult to look after them. 

The same question was put to the people 
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of villages around which, there are no 
educational institutions like Vallabh 
Vidyanagar 0 

Forty out of forty interviewees said 
that all the hoys are doing such work un¬ 
willingly, They do not keep servants, nor 
there is any quarrel amongst "brothers for the 
division of work. Elder and the younger 
member do the work equally. Each family has 
buffaloes in their home'. 

C6) Do tlie families agree to bear the loss of help 

of the students on account of their studies? 

Twenty-five out of twenty-five parents 
and elders intexrviewees have agreed to accept 
the loss of help of the students on account 
of their studies. They said that as the doors 
of higher education are opened, and if their 
sons and daughters have capacities of taking 
this education, th^y are prepared to make 
them free from the responsibilities of house¬ 
hold work, till they arrive at the post¬ 
graduate education. 

The same question was asked to the 
people of villages abound ^ftiiqh there are no 




educational Institutions like Vallabh 
Vidyanagar• 

Forty out of forty interviewees said 
that they cannot bare the loss of help from 
the boys, because their help is needed in the 
field work. 

Do you get full facilities for study? 

Ten out of twentii-flve students 
interviewees said that they have no Independent 
rooms for their studies. If there is one 
table in the house the elder brother gets 
the preference, but if the alder sister is 
studying in the College, the yonnger brother 
is given the preference. They share the books 
with their friends because the budget is not 
sufficient • 

Fifteen out of these twenty-five 
students interviewees said that they are 
given full facilities for study and there is 
no hindrance to carry on their studies. 

Do the College students help their own younger 
brothers and sisters in their school studies? 
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Five out of tventy-five students said 
that they teach their younger brothers and 
sisters• 


Fifteen students and adults out of 
twenty-five Interviewees said that they have 
no time to teach their brothers and sisters, 
and if the youngsters ask their difficulties 
in their study, then and then they would solve 
their difficulties, otherwise they do not 
take Interest in the study of the youngsters. 
Even private tutions are given to them in 

I 

some families. 

(9) Is the behaviour of the elders In the 

families iftiatocratic or democratic? 

Twenty students out of thirty inter¬ 
viewees said that the elders in the family 
are not apfeocratic but democratic and they 
are given full freedom. They are consulted 
at the time of settling their marriage. Now 
there is no restrictions on the girls, they go 
out for entertainment, visit cinema or hotels, 
and not looked with an -eye of suspicion. 

The age of marriage has Increased and most (fif 
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than wish to marry after completing their 
studies. 

Ten students out of thirty Interviewees 
said that the elders are not democratic but 
autocratic and It Is impossible to find 
democratic father inttie Patidar family. 

The above question was put before the 
people of villages aroxmd vdilch there are 
no educational Institutions like Vallabh 
Vidyanagaro 

Forty out of forty Interviewees said 
that the fathers are autocratic as their sons 
are generally following the same vocation of 
the father, and so they have to follow the 
direction of the father* Boys and girls are 
not consulted at the time of settling their 
marriage, the age of marriage is not Increased. 
Still there are restrictions on girls. They 

do not go to hotels or visit cinemas all alone, 

/ 

and they are nbt allowed to speak with boys 
and looked with the eye of suspicion. 

(10) Are the boys an^ girls taking higher education 

polite or impolite in their behaviour in the 
homes? 
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Fifteen adults out of twenty-five 
Interviewees said that students behave 
politely in the home. The parents strongly 
believe that it Is the atmosphere of the house 
responsible for making the boys and girls 
Impolite* and not education. Their children 
were polite even 4ien they were in high 
schools. The characteristic hardness is not 
apperent, it is hidden behind the polite 
behaviourj as it is said by the students, that 
they never remain polite if they are insulted 
or if any Injustice is done to them. 

The same question was put to the people 
of villages around vftiich there are no 
institutions like Vallabh Vldyanagar. 

Twenty out of forty interviewees said 
that the youth of the villages are polite- 
Borne said that they are not sure about it. 
Because some time 'their behaviour is polite w 
while sometime they behave Impolitely. 

They remarked that politeness or Impoliteness 
depends on the Individuality. If the boy or 
girl Is of good nature, he or she behaves - 
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politely and otherwise, he or she hecome 
impolite towards others. Their language is 
rough and they do not speak in polite language. 

Cll) How do the boys and girls taking higher educa¬ 

tion spend their leisxire time? 

Adults, parents and students said, 
that, students either read novels or listen 
the radio or sometimes they play any seasonal 
games. But some of them sit on the village 
square and criticise the government or the 
people of villages or talk mostly of their 
villages 6 

Five out of twenty-five students 
interviewees said that they have no leisure 
time and whenever they get time they do home 
work or read. 

The same question was put to the people 
of village around iiftiich there are no 
^ institutions like Vallabh Vldyanagar. 

f 

Forty out of forty interviewees said 
that, most of them sit on a village square 
and criticise the people, observe the 
passengers of the bus. Very few read hovels 
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or do nothing. They have no special activity, 
but have plenty of work in their fields. 

Do you think that new social ideas have 
entered in the village life? 

Twenty-five out of thirty interviewees 
said that new ideas have entered the stream 
of village life. 

Most of them believe that opportunity 
of higher education should be made available 
to both girls and boys. The girls should 
also take higher education, so that they 
become more cultured, can earn their lively 
hood, and can get better liusband. 

The standard of living of boys and 
girls has increased, and so they are thinking 
seriously about it. They do not object to 

the free mixing of boys and girls and they 

\ 

do not see with the eye of suspicion* They 
Shlnk that family relationship will be better 
maintained through not ^oint family system. 

All the people like to have their villages 
clean like Vallahh Vldyanagar, to have asphAlt 
roads, good water works, and houses like 
those in Vallabh Vldyanagar having gardens. 
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They wish, that thei*e should, be very good 
primary and secondary schools. All of them 
are not satisfied with present primary 
secondary schools and even bal—tnandirs. 

They like to have good gymnasiiams, 
play~grounds clubs in their villages- 

They have understood the value of 
vegetables and milk in their diet . The 
expenditure on vegetables has increased by 
fifty percent from \diat was before fifteen 
years. Those who are taking education and 
also have buffaloes in their homos do keep 
some milk for their personal use and sell the 
surplus milk to the dairy* 

The new social ideas have also entered 
into the life of people of lower strata, 
like Baraiyas, Dharalas, Harljans, Shoe¬ 
makers Potters etc. Their standard of living 
has increased* They wear clean clothes, and 
imitate the College going boys and girls* 

Their hbuses are clean and neat. Their 
children are taking education in schools. 

They are aware of importance of taking 
technical education in schools. 
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The student, Interviewees also Said 5 
th.'.t new ideas have entered in the village 
life. Many girls go out for walk in the 
evening, and most of them know cycling. - They 
openly eat in hotels. They take part in the 
variety entertainment programme of the College. 
The girls and boys can talk freely, but they 
do not become friends. Most of the girls i&i.boys 
wish to marry after completing the education 
and after earning some money. Students like 
inter-caste and marriage outside the circle 
of villages. 

The same question was put before the 
people of villages aroxind which there are no 
institutions like Vallabh Vldyanagar. 

Thirty out of forty interviewees said 
that they believe that girls do not need 
higher education- The girls' do not go out 
for walk, visit hotels, and visit cinema 
all alone. They neither do their shopioing. 
Girls and boys do not mix with each other, 
and ,lf any girl is caught talking with a 
particular boyj she becomes the attack of the 
talk of the town. Not a single glrlrJ Imows 
cycling. There Is no change in the dresses 
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of girls becatiSQ they are conservative in 
their attitude. 

■I 

Moat of them marry between the age of 
seventeen and twenty-two and they have" little 
choice In the selection of the bride. 

There are electricity and water-works 
in the villages, but there are number of 
houses in vftilch there is no electricity or 
water tap In the houses. Many said that they 
do not need electricity in the house, they 
are satisfied with the school In the village 
and their homes. But it may be pointed out 
they have no proper value of milk and vegetables 

Most of them keep buffaloes, and Sell 
away all the milk to the dairy- There is 
much scarcity of vegetables in the villages. 

Cl3) Do you think that there is any deterioration 

I 

in the society? Has any student tried to 
remove it? 

Twenty out of Ithlrty-two Interviewees 
of whom there were students and adults, said 
that there is deterioration in the society. 

They think that the morality of boys and 
girls are decreasing day by day. Films and 
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film literafure have played a major role in 
the lowering do\-)n their morality. 

There are distillarles in the fields 
and business of selling alchhol privately 
is going on, on a large scale. 

The system of dowry is still the 
greatest evil of the society. Another evil 
is of distributing vessels amongst their 
caati3->fallows after a death in a family. 

Nothing is done to remove such deterioration 
by the students or the elders. Thera Is Mahila 
Mandal and other organizations in the villages. 
Students do not take any interest in the 
activities. Students have never tried to 
take any interest in the activities. 

Students have done nothing to remove 
Illiteracy from their village. 

They do not look after the library 
organizations in •ftie activities- They do not 
do anything for prohibition in the vlllages- 
One of the adult said that the villages are 
the permanent poetry of uncleanliness. 

The above question was put before the 
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people of villages around which there are 
no institutions like Vallabh Vidyana^ar. 

Forty out of forty intervieweos said 
that these villages are deteriorating 
day by day. There are secret distilleries 
in the fields, the youth do not take in 
organizing library of their village. The 
villages are unclean, and the youth do not 
do anything. The youth is taking fereat 
interest in cinema. 

(14) Has education solved the problem of dowy? 

Twenty-five out of thirty interviewees 
said that the system ofi dowry is deep rooted 
in the society. 

Most of the adults said that there is 
false prestige of the family and competition 
amongst the family, Tdiieh hinders the removal 
of dowry system. Most of the parents educate 
the girls thinking that education will solve 
the problem, but Instead education has made 

it more complex. Majority of the girls 

/ 

are graduates are ‘SpinsfeES^^. Mio have won 
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the Face Is because their parents have 
increased the amount of dowry. Educated 
girls are demanding costly clothes and 
ornaments of pearls to be given by their 
parent s on their marriage. Even in love 
marriage which took place recently, the boy 
demanded the large dowry and girls' father 
had to respect the demands. Neither the girl 
nor the boy opposed it. 

Parents of College gp ing girls said 
that system of the dowry is their headache. 
Education has not lessened the problem, but 
made it more complex. Less amount of dowry 
is demanded from the father of a graduate girl, 
if the boy is under-graduate or a matriculate. 
But graduate girl opposes such a mat^dh.. 

A graduate girl does not like to marry 
a mal^riculate or under-graduate boy. Hence 
quarrels take place when such a proposal is 
made by the parent. Some parents of boys 
said that whenever they get good offer of 
dowry, they get their sons married, even if 
they are taking college education. 

They get good dowry from the parents 
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of girls ^ 1*10 are o-ut of tlielr village circle. 
Thus girls from villages, -which are out of 
circles come in -the villages as 'brides with 
big dOTOy, taut generally girls of these 
villages do not get married in the smaller 
villages even with the less amoTmt of dowry. 
Majority of the parents take tiride in their 
own circle and to go avray from the circle 
is considered as lowering their status in 
society. 

The boys \*io are taking higher education 
are against the system of dowry, but they 
receive the dowy in their marriage, because, 

(1) They have to pay dowry on their sisters' 
marriages. 

(2) They cannot oppose the will of their 
parent s. 

( 3 ) Some of them wish to study abroad, and 
they take the advantage of this system 
of the society* 

44) They demand radio, ornaments from 

, ' the father of the girl» with whom they 

are to marry. ^ 

They do not accept the dowry, if they 
have no sisters and if their parents 
do not demand it. 


(5) 
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Girls are naturally against the system 
of dowry. Most of them haye taken to service 
and often have gone out of the village. They 
never demand the dowry to be given and force 
the parents to do the same. Many have deter- 
mind not to give a single naya paisa in the 
dowy. In some of the cases conflicts and 
quarells have taken place, vtfien the parent 
wish to offer Mgh dowry. 

The same question was put to the 
people of villages around which there are no 
Institutions like Vallabh Vldyanagar. 

Forty out of forty interviewees said 
that they have to pay the dowry in their 
daughters' marriages, but the amount does not 
rise above one thousand, but if the boy is 
from higher family or has taken college degree, 
demands more amount. The system of dowry is 
not the burning question in their villages- 

( 15 } Have the institutions of Vallabh 

Vldyanagar solved the problem of marriage? 

The boys and girls of the same village, 
though they take co-education do not get 
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married because they think that sons and 
daughters of the same village are brothers 
and sisters. They cannot marry In the same 
village. 

Many boys from all over villages of 
Char Otar coma to Vallabh Vldyanagar iBor their 
study, still the problem for the girls* 
father Is not solved. Because most of the 
parents do not want to cross the limits of 
their own circle. 

Marriage is still a family problem , and 

I 

it has not become an. individual problem. 

There had been only one case In which the boy 
and girl from different village circle have 
got married with the blessings of their 
parent s « 

Some of the adults said that, if the 
ceremony of marriage takes place at 
Aryasama;), marriage becomes less costly then 
if it takes place at the house of the girl. 

The present trend is to perform thev ceremony 
at the house of the girl. 

Are there any efforts made by the students 
taking higher education to Improve the conduct, 
and the standard of learning of the school 
going children? 
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Twenty out of twenty interviewees 
said th't no efforts are made by the College 
going students to improve the conducts of the 
school going children of their villageo 

Some of the adult said that education 
has made them more selfish and they think 
of their own welfare and never think of others. 

Students said that they have no time 
to indulge in such activities because of the 
great burden of study. 

The same question was put before the 
people of villages around which there are 
no Institutions like Vallabh Vidyanagar. 

Forty out of forty interviewees said 
that those students idio are taking College 
education, and i*ien they come to their own 
villages, they do not make any effort to 
improve the standard of school going children. 

(17) Has the joint family system broken down in 

your village? 

Twenty-five out of twenty-five 
interviewees said that the joint family system 
has not broken down. 
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Most of tlie adult s said tliat modem 
collegians do not lilce tlie joint family 
systegr, Wh.en they will taka reamonslbilltles 
of life, they will not prefer to continue the 
joint family system. At present, there are 
numbers of families which are of the joint 
family type. Many families however are 
keeping their sons and daughers of their 
relatives, so th^it they can take advantage of 
Vallabh Vidyanagar College. They live as 
family members. 

Most of the adults and parents said 
that in the joint family nephews, nieces, 
cousins are staying to—gether. They are all 
treated equally and there is no difference 
between them. 

Students however said that there 
should not be joint family system, because 
in a large family individual demands are not 
satisfied, and those who are working more 
have to work more, and the burden on 1he 
working member of the fiamily increases. 

They, any how, respect their parents and 
losre their relatives. 

Those students vfao have completed 
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their study and are occupied in their ^rk 
in other places, help their parents in their 
old village and they pay visits to their 
uarents often, to maintain their relations 
■with them* 

c 

The same quebtlon was put to the 
people of villages around which there are 
no institutions like Vallabh Vidyanagar. 

Forty out of forty interviewees 
said that joint family system has not broken 
down* Their sons who are working in the farrji 
or shops stay with their parents in t he 
aneastral houses. Those vftio have left the 
village and gone to other places to earn 
their livelihood visit their parents often, 
but the youth of the villages do not like 
joint family system, 

( 18 ) A-re there any social organisations in your 

village? What part do students play in 
them? 

Some of the adults and students of 
the village named Karamsad said that hhere 
is one organisation called 'Vlthal Samaj’ 
viiose function is to organise Bhajan Mandali 
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Qvory batiorday, and only 5^ of stiiadent s ■bake 
part in "them, Mos'fc of tilia stiu-denba liave 

interest in tlielr working, but its building 
was planned by the students of B .V.M. College, 
"WkLenever tbere is a marriage intiie village, 
it becomes the function ©f t he vdiole village. 
When the dinne'r is given by the marriage 
party, the students, through Vlthal Seva 
Mandal take the responsibility in serving at 
the dinner, However they do not dine in the 
dinner. Whatever arao'unt of money they get, 
is returned to the Seva Mandal, This money 
is spent in buying utensils and handkerchiefs. 
All the students wear -^iftilte pants and shir'ts 
at the time of serving. 

In Bakrol there is an organisation 
called Kala Mandir, members of the Mandal are 
mostly College students. But only 10?S 
of them take an active part In the activities 
of the Mandal, The main feat-ores of this 
Mandal ar e a- 

Cl) To organise an annual function of 
variety entertainment programmes, 

(3) To hold competitions between different 
villages in dramas and in music, 

Ca) When there is a marriage ceremony in 
the village^ they huild the ’MandSp’ 
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and arrange it like professional workers, 
for this purpose they charge a low 
figure to the parents of the hrlde. 

The amount they receive are added to 
the funds of Kala Mandal. 

In Mogri there was once a Pragati Mandal. 
However at present, it is not functioning 
because of the lack oT leader. When it was 
functioning, lb used to arrange cricket and 
Volley-ball matches between, different villages. 

The same question was put before the 
people of villages aroxind vrtilch there are no 
institutions like Vallabh Vidyanagar. 

Forty out of forty Intervlewwes said 
that there are no such activities are going 
on in their village, also there are no 
organizations in their village. 

Is there any influence of University teachers 
staying In the villages? 

Five out of twenty-five interviewees 
who were adu^-ts said that there is little 
influence of the professors staying in the * 
village. Whenever there is any difficulty 
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in the study, It Is solved by the University 
teachers. Most of them do not mix with the 
people of villages hence there is no influence 
of University teachers staying in the villages. 

Those students who are staying near the 
house of the University teachers are influen¬ 
ced indirectly by them. They say that students' 
study habits, the way of living and spoken 
languages are Improved by the influence of 
the University teachers. But these are rare 
cases. 

Do you think that because of the higher 
education the status of the family and also 
the status of the students taking higher 
education have both increased? 

Twenty out of thirty interviewees, 
including adults and students said that the 
status of the students and parents both have 
increased. 

Hence the parents of the marrlagable girls 

V 

from other villages pay visits to their 
houses and also their value in the market of 
the marriage is increased. Thus the whole 
status of the villages are raised, because 
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greater number of boys and girls studying in 
the Golle'^iej and villagers of these villages 
take pride in saying that large number of 

I 

boys and girls are studying in Colleges, 

The same question was nut to the people 
of villages around ^idilch there are no 
institutions like Vallabh Vidyanap;ar, 

Thirty/ 

out of forty Interviewees said 
that the status of the family increases If 
the boys from the family takes College- 
education. The status of their villages 
are not increased, because trery few boys are 
studying inthe College. 

Ten Interviewees said that the status 
of the family increases if they family has 
money and not education. 

Summary » 


From the above investigations, it is clearly 
seen that there is a good deal of change in the old 
and tradional ways of living of the students taking 
higher education. Most of the students are rising 
late in the morning. They have given up the traditional 
way of cleaning their teeth. They now, like to eat 
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bread -butter and eggs. Often they take their meals 
on tables and chilrso They do not like usual 
stereotyped cooked food, they like puries and bhakaries 
and not leaves prepared from bajara and khlchari. 

There is a great increase in the expenditure 
on their personal wants, like on washing, ironing and 
on tailoring their clothes. There is a change in the 
dresses of College going girls.. They are now wearing 
frocks, punJabi-dress and modern series. They spend 
more on clothes, toiletery and on imitation Jewellery. 
They like to have sofa-sets and modern furniture in their 
homes. 

The College going boys ane not doing any house¬ 
hold duties, instead of that college going girls are 
doing all the house-hold duties. Thus the educational 
institutions in Vallabh Vidyanagar have not inspired any 
consciousness of the boys in giving their share In the, 
house-hold duties. It is still believed that the girls 
are supposed to do the house—hold duties. Therefore, 
in some houses q.uarrels are taking place between brothers 
and sisters. Some people have started to keep the house¬ 
maids. The girl students give less time to studies. 

Now, they do not cook in the morning, nor they grind 
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or husk the grains, but they sweep the rooms and wash 
the clothes. Though, the girls are given all the 
opnortunities for study, still the differences between 
the boys and girls are seen- The educational 
institutions in Vallabh Vidyanagar have not made the 
students conscious towards their responsibility of 
teaching their younger brothers and sisters. 

The elders are becoming more democratic, and 
the students are consultated at the time of settling 
their marriages. Their age for marriage is increased 
and they wish to marry after completing the College 
education. 

Now there are no restrictions placed on girls, 
they go out for walk, visit cinema^, hotels and do all 
their shoppings. They are not looked with an. eye of 
suspicion, if they talk with the boys. 

The College education has made them little soft 
in their behaviour, and hardness is not apparent, it Is 
hidden behind their polite behaviour- 

The higher education has brought more leisure 
time and it is not spent in any creative activity. 
They like to have good roads, modern bunglows with 
gardens, good primary and secondary schools, gymnasiums 
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clubs in their villages. They have understood the value 
of vegetables and millf in their diet. If they have 
,buffaloes, they do not sell all the milk, but keep for 
themselves. The standard of living of lower caste peonle 
like Dharalas, Baraiyas etc., have increased. 

They, are also wearing clean clothes, keep their 
houses clean and wish to give good education to their 
children. The status of girls has increased. They are 
more free than the girls from other villages where there 
are no educational institutions. 

They have learnt cycling, have taken to services 
in their villages and even go to other places to earn 
their livelihood. The students do not like the customs 
of marriage, they like to marry outside the group of 
their villages and even inter-caste marriage. 

I 

The people of the villages have become aware 
of the deterioration in the society, like the falling 
standard of the morality of the youth, the compulsion 
of distributing vessels in the community after a death 
in the family, and running of the secret distillaries 
in the villages, but this is not due to the impact of 
the educational institutions of Vallabh Vidyanagar, but 
due to changing time in the society. Educated students 


I 
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do not do anything to remove such deterioretions. 

Higher education has made the problem of paying 
dowry more complex. The parents of the educated boys 
demand more and more, money from the parents of the 
girls, j even though': they may be educated. The College 
going boys do not like to take dowry from the parents 
of the girls, with whom they are going to marry, but 
they are helpless because of the prevailing customs in 
the community. Even then the educated boys, exploit the 
parents of the girls, with vftiom they are to marry by 
demanding money for going abroad, radio, furniture, 
ornaments etc. from them. They also said that, they 
demand dowry, because they have to pay in their sisters* 
marriages. The educated girls do not like this system, 
they are taking education, so that they can live 
indenendently. Conflicts and quarrels take place in 
the family when the parents wish to give dowy but their 
boys or girls are against the system. 

Educational institutions in Vallabh Vidyanagar 
have not solved the problem of marriage of the students, 
because the narents do not give up their old customs of 
getting their sons and daughters married in their own 
village groups. There had been only one case in which 




the boy and girl from different village circle got 
married with the blessings of their parents. 

The 3f5int family system is still prevailing in 
the villages, but the students like the devided family 
system for satisfying their individual demands, but th.is is 
also due to the modern changing time. 

There are social organisations in the villages, 
which organise bhajans in the villages in -s^leh students 
do not take any part. They help the social organisers, 
in marriage seasons, to arrange ‘Manda|5Sl' and to serve 
in the dinner parties. In one of the village, there is 
an organisation called Kala Mandal who organise variety 
entertainment programme, and the influence of the variety 
entertainment programmes of the Colleges in Vallabh 
Vidyanagar is seen. They even hold competitions between 
different villages in dramatic plays. They also, help 
the parents of the marrying girls in the village in 
rendering all types of services. 

There are some University teachers and some staff 
members of N.C.C. department, staying in the villages. 
Those students only, vftio stay near their houses are 
influenced by them. They said that their study habits and 
their language have Improved, 

The status of the College going students and their 
parents has increased. 
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Impact on Religion 


Higher education makes the educand critical, 
analytical and scientific niinded. Students taking 
higher education generally believe in those factors 
which satisfy their reasons, and in what they can 

actually see and observe, rather than have their blind 
beliefs. 


This influence of education would have Impacts 
on the religious beliefs and attitudes, therefore, should 
be investigated. 

Students taking higher education, might not be 
believing in God, At the same time, they might not have 
become atheist, but there might have been changes in the 
beliefs about religions. 

Education should make one tfeo learnt towards 
the beliefs and opinion of other people, hence the 
students might have become ttolearnt and respectful 
towards the religious beliefs of their elders, students, 
might not be taking parts in Kujas or religious 
ceremonies, thinking these to be out of fashions, but 
might be reading religious books. 

In order to find out answers to the above

Impact on Religion. 

(1) Do students believe in God? 

Twelve out of thirty interviewees said 
that they believe in God. 
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Some of the adults said that they see 
that students are going to ternnles, but they 
doubt their motives of the students for going 
to the temples* Some of the students and parents 
said that they believe in God from their very 
child-hood* The atmosuhere of their home had 
made them religious. 

Cl) Some students are reading Gita, 

C2) Some students are lighting the lamp of 

Ghee before the deity in the house. 

Cs) Few of the students are visiting temples 
dally. 

Eighteen out of thirty interviewees 
(most of them were adults) said that students 
have nothing to do with the religion. 

Most of the students said that they have 
no faith in God. They did not have faith 
in God even -^ftien they were in school. They say 
that they do not believe In religious fads. 

One of the interviewees said that to go to 
Dakor is a waste of money. 

The following question was asked to the 
people around vftilch there are no institutions 
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like Vallabh Vidyanagar. 

Do the boys and girls between the age of 
seventeen and twenty-five believe in God? 

Twenty-seven out of forty interviewees 
said that the boys and girls believe in God. 

The rest of the interviewees that the boys and 
girls do not believe in God, because the society 
has changed.

(2 ) Are there any changes in the beliefs about 
rellgioms? 

Ten out of thirty interviewees said 
that there is change in the beliefs about God. 

Some students believed that true religion means 
doing ones' duties. This, they said, have began 
to think while taking education in the College. 
They do not believe in religion, as going to 
temples, or performing Puja or contemplating 
in Ram Krishna Mandir. 

(3) Have they respect for the religious beliefs of 
their elders? 

Sixteen out of twenty student interviewees 
said that they are indifferent towards the

rellgioua ballafs of thalr elders. Most of 
• hem said that they nevsr oooose their beliefs 
but tell them frankly about «hat they themselves 
believe. Four out of the twenty interviewees 
s:<id that they usually tell the elders idien 
they visit Dakor or Vadtal Mandlr, or when they 
go to take bath In the river Mahi at Vasad, 
that to go at such places is waste of money* 

The same question -ttas nut before the 
peonle of villages 'Where there are no institutions 
like Vallabh Vidyanagar* 

!:}eventeen out of thirty interviewees said 
thf.t the youth have no resnect for the religious 
beliefs of the elders. They are indifferent 
towards them.. They do not quarrel or oppose 
or agree about the beliefs. 

Do the students take part In Pujas or in 
reli'jious ceremonies* Idftiether they may be 
believing in them or not? 

Thirteen out of twenty interviewees 
(including parents, students and adults) said 
that students take part in Puja or in rellgioua 
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(!5ar.amonl,a,s even though they do not believe in 
them vtoile Satyanarapstti*s Katha is arranged in 
the house, they listen to it and he In the family 
in distributing the Prasad. Whenever the reli¬ 
gious function is held ln_the village, they 
help the organisers. 

Seven students out of twenty interviewees 
said that they are very obstinate and do not 
take part in Puja. ■ 

The same question was put to the people 
of villages where there are no institutions like 
Vallabh Vidyanagar. 

- Twenty-two out of thirty interviewees said 
that the youth take part in religious cere¬ 
monies and Pujas. Most of them said that every 
year some group of Sadhus pay a visit to the 
village, and the youth of the village at that 
time render all types of service to them. They 
also said that two or three youth of the villages 
Joined the Sadhus' group and had left the 
village. Eight out of the thirty said that 
the villages are becoming most unreligious, 
hence the people. In one of the three villages 
there Is not a single temple. 

Cs) Do students read religious books? 
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Ten out of twenty-three interviewees 
who were students anti narents said that they 
are reading religious books. They said that 
some of them are reading Gita regularly, others 
are not reading regularly. Some of them have 
read Ramayana or Mahabharat. Regular readers 
are lady students. One of them have read the 
lectures on Gita by Vlnoba Bhave. Sight 
students out of twenty interviewees said that 
students do not read religious books. 

Eighteen out of thirty said that they 
do not read any riiigious books, at all. Because 
the atmosphere of the village is not very 
religious, and in the schools also they are 
not made to read religious books when they 
leave schools only 5^ of the youth keep 

themselves in contact with serious reading. 

/ 

Twelve out of the thirty interviewees said that 
they do not read religious books, because they 
have no time to read, but listen to the religious 
reading by the Pujari on Gita. 

Name of the girls read religious books* 
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Stmimarys - 

It is found by tha abo’'rQ investigation thnt, most 
of the students taking higher education have lost 
their beliefs in God, but very few who have faith in 
God, said that it is due to the religious atraosnhere 
in their homes. 

There are few students who have changed their 
beliefs in concent of religion, namely that true 
religion is not slmnly pujas or ceremonies, but it is 
in doing just one’s duties, l^hile most of them have not 
thought of anything about religion, neither they have 
any resnect In the religious beliefs of their elders. 
These students, do not believe in religion, nor 
have any respect for the religious beliefs of their 
elderg, still take part in the religious ceremonies 
or pujas performed in their homes. 

Some students have read religious books, but they 
are not regular readers, but some of the girl students 
said that they are regular readers of religious books. 

Educational institutions of Vallabh Vidyanagar 
have not made many and varied significant changes in the 
religious beliefs of the students, in spite of the 
education being expected to make the educands critical, 
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analyflcal and scientific In their beliefs, but even 

then they have lost all their religious beliefs* in

V Impact on economic conditions of the 

surrounding villagest- 

It might be considered, whether Vallabh 
Vldyana'^ar, having good number of educational insti¬ 
tutions has created any economic effects on the 
surrounding rioral communities. 

The coming into existence of this new township, 
whose population increases year by year, and -vdiich has 
a colour of educational and industrial area, might be 
creating good opoortunitiss for the merchants; and for 
the employment of rural people. 

These villa,':e merchants might have been profited 
as their customers and their business might have 
increased. They might have increased the prices of the 
commodities, thinking that the people of Vallabh 
Vldyanagar would be coming only to them for buying 
their goods, as these villages are nearer to Vallabh 
Vldyanagar than Anand, 
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The village merchants, might be getting more 
customers .Tilght be competing with each other, 

Their cuatomers might be more from students 
pooul'^tlon, hence their selling of stationary and 
cosmetics might have increased. 

At the same time, to satisfy the wants of the 
students and to fulfill the demand of the grotjing 
new townsnin, new businesses might have come into 
existence, and the monetary conditions might have 
Imnroved, 

In Vallabh Vidyanagar, there might not be 
sufficient balance between the increase of population 
and availability of living accommodation, and therefore, 
some of the students and university teachers might 
have been gone to stay in the villages and there by 
the village land-lords might have exploited them 
for Increase of rent. 

Following questions were asked to find out the 
imn act of Vallabh Vidyanagar on economic conditions 
of the villages.

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(The question was asked to merchants.) 

Do you thilnk that the rise in the prices of 
iitnodities is due to Vallabh Vldyanagar coming 
into existence? 

(The question was asked to adult members in 
society.) 

Do you think that competition in business has 
increased because of Vallabh Vidyanagar? 

(The question was asked to merchants.) 

Is the business of cosmetics and stationary 
flourishing more than the business in these 
fifteen years back? 

(The question was asked to business man.") 

Which business of your village is helped more 
by Vallabh Vidyanagar coming into existence? 
(The question was asked to merchants.) 

Has the rent of the houses increased? 

(The question was asked to house-holders.) 

Have the possibilities for the villagers of 
getting employment increased? 

(The question was asked to the adult members 
of the society.) 

Do you think that the number of yo\jr customers 
has Increased and also the selliiig of your goods 
because of Tallabh Vidyanagar? . 
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Tha above question -was put to 
thirteen differaht merchants of the three 
villages. Thirteen out of thirteen inter¬ 
viewees said that the number of their own 
customers has increased because of Vallabh 
Vidyanagar, 

They said that their customers are 
generally those who live between Vallabh 
Vidyanagar and their villages, and also those 
labourers in Vidyanagar who usually find that

Vallabh Vidyanagar Is costlier than other 
places, they, instead of going to Anand, come 
to our villages for buying their reqijlrementa* 

Do you think that the rise in the prices of 
commodities due to Vallabh Vidyanagar coming 
into existence,? 

Twelve out of twelve interviewees said 
that prices have definitely increased, because 
conditions of high prices are prsK/'ailing all 
over India, 

Do you think that competition in business has 
increased because of Vallabh Vidyanagar? 


Five out of six interviewees said that 
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new shops are still coming into existence, 
and therefore the competition in business 
has increased, but not to a great extent on 
account of the number of customers hcTvimg also 
increased. 

Is the business of cosmetics and stationary 
flourishing more th;»n the business of them 
fifteen years back? 

Ten out of ten interviewees vdio were 
business man said that business in these has 
not increased as much as they should be, because 
most of the students are buying these items 
either from Anand or from Vallabh Vidyanagar. 

"Which business of your villages is helped 
more by Vallabh Vidyanagar coming into 
existence? 

Fifteen out of fifteen interviewees 
(merchants) said that the following are the 
businesses which have been directly profited 
by Vallabh Vidyanagar- 

Ci) The sales of lime fruits and 
other seasonal fruits, and vegetables. 


(S) The sales of eggs. 
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(3) The sales of dantan (traditional 
Indian brush). 

( 4 ) The number of shops ■which offer 
bicycles on hire have opened in all the three 
villages. 

Cs) Some women in these villages are 
supported by maintaining boarding and lodging 
houses. Petty merchsoits like (1) Barbers 
(2) tailors (3) vegetable vendors (4) shoe¬ 
makers '( 5 ) potters (6^ brick makers etc. have 
been profited by Vallabh Vldyonagar in money 
as well as an skill. 

Some interviewees said Vagharies are 
maintaining secret distilleries of liquors 
and they obtain good profit because of Vallabh 
Vidyanagar coming into existence. 

The above question "was put to the people 
of villages around ■which there are no 
institutions like Vallabh Vidyanagar, 

Ten out of ten shop-keepers said that 
(l5 eggs uot sold in any of the shoos. 

(2) There are no shops -vftiich give bicycles 
on hire- C3) There are no boarding and lodging 
housesf except one, in one of the three villages 
and it is not nm by a women- 




C4) Vagharies are not at all selling 
dantan, but they are occuni'ed in running 
private distilleries* (5) The monetary 
conditions of barfeers, shoe-makers brick- 
makers, vegetable vendors, carpenters have 
not improved over and above the present 
relativity of the present economic conditions*

Has the rent of the houses increased? 

Ten out of ten interviewees (house¬ 
holders) said .that the rent of the houses 
in these villages has increased by leeps and 
bounds during the last fifteen years. The 
rent owners are being profited, as they 
obtain the rent money at the beginlng of the 
terms. While any other people staying in 
the villages and wanting to hire the house, 
find it very difficult to obtain one. One 
can find the shortage of houses on rents and 
especially of low rents. Thus the rented 
houses are the sources of income to the 
house-holder s.

The same question was put to the people 
of villages around ^ich there are no insti¬ 
tutions like Vallabh Vidyanagar,

Ten out of ten interviewees said that 
the rent of the houses have not increased to 
3- great extent. One can easily get a three 
storied building at thirty rupees per month. 

7 o Have the nossibillties for the villagers of 

getting employment increased? 

Ten out of ten interviewees said that 
possibilities of getting employment have 
increased. About 500 to 800 people from the 
villages are employed in different institutions. 

The major part of the people of these 

villages are employed in (1) Factories in and 

near Vallabh Vidyanagar Cs) In Chanotar Vldya 

Mandal and Gramodhar Offices, and their various 
as 

under-takings,/bus drivers, conductors, as 
servants in messes. (3) In various departments 
of the Gram Panchayat.

the villages are employed in the college 
teaching staff. (6) Vagharies are employed 
as labourers and coolies at bus Stand. 


Summary* 

It is found from the above investlg^atlon that 
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the merchants of the villages, iftio vera lntervlaw>d said 
that their numbers of customers have Increased because of 
growing population of Vallabh Vldyanagar, but the prices 
of the commodities have increased not because of the new 
township coming Into existence, but because of the general 
economic inflations in the country* New shops are opening 
every year In the villages, but may not be only due to 
Vallabh Vldyanagar, but their own growing population* Business 
of cosmetics and stationary has not Increased In the villages, 
beflausa students mostly make their purchase In Vallabh 
Vldyanagar. 

The business of the villagers. In selling vegeta* 
bias, seasonal fruits, dantanCtraditional Indian tooth-brush.) 
has been increased In Vallabh Vldyanagar* New stores like 
cycle stores, barbers' shops etc. have been also opened. 
Vagharles In the villages, whd were eonsldorad as thieves, 
are running secret distlllarles, and are also getting more 
labour and have given up the habits of stealing. Few village 
women are making their earnings by running messes. In 
Vallabh Vldyanagar ftnd as well as In their own villages. 

Those Who have their own houses, give part of their 
houses on rent, and thus their own houses have also become 
a source of their Income, The posslbllltlos of omploymont 
of the villagers In Vallabh Vldyanagar, have Increased 
tremendously,

Host of the Interviewees aald that the Idea 
of taking higher education did not originate because

of the existence of the Institutions or colleges In 
Vallabh Vldyensgar* Many families from these villages 
lived In Africa} and their children studied in london, 
and whenever they came to their original villages in 
Indlaj influenced the villagers In higher education. 

There were some rich people in the villages irtio used 
to send their boys at other places for higher studies, 
before the educational institutions in Vallabh Vldyanagar 
oaiae Into existence, but they oould send their ohlldren

to other cities only if they passed the examination, 
(page 56). Had they not been bright and able to pass 
their examination every yearj then it would not have 
been possible for them, to be allowed by their parents 
to continue their studies in the cities, so as to meet 
their expenses for the same class. There was one high 
school in only one of the villages in \/nioh the boys 
from the other nearby villages came to study. They 
used to pass the matriculation examinL-.tion through that 
school and inspired them for higher educstion, Cp. 57) 

If the educational Institutions at Vallabh 
Vidyanagar had not existed, they would not have thought 
of taking higher education some where else, because 
Vallabh Vidyanagar has diminshed the economic hindrance, 
which prevented the students from going to other cities

• for higher education. Now they can work in the fields 
and also can study in the villages. The students can 
.take only the courses which are actually urovided by 
Sardar Vallabhbhal Vldyapeeth and they have also to 
study through the medium which is provided by the 
University, and they can not go to study in other

own choice, because of the economic hindrance.(page 61) 

Home of the adults and parents said that 




for taking higher education, atmosphere of learning, 
guidance of professors and coaching in the stuf^ies are 
very much needed. (Page 62) 

The College students said that 'Wien they were 
studying in their high schools the educational institutions 

in Vallabh Vidyanagar, and their activities like snorts, 

« 

lectures etc. attracted them, (page 64). The people of 
the villages have started taking more interest in higher 
education because the students from other towns and 
villages and studying in the Colleges, used to visit these 
villages. The thirst for knowledge is observed in the 
minds of the upper middle class people, the lower caste 
people like Barlyas, Dharalas, Vagharies and even 
Mohmedans and Christians, are not taking interest in 
higher education, (page 65) 

The students are interested in reading news¬ 
papers, and they read about the current problems of 
India, and discuss with their friends or with their 
parents. Many students are interested in reading from 
the page on sports, literary sections and from science 
sections. Very few of them are interested in reading 
the pages on religion in the news-paper. The youth 
of villages around 'Wilch there are no educational 
institutions, are also reading news-paper, but not like , 
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Students of the villages are interested in 
fine arts, and they organise variety entertainment 
programmes in Vallabh Vldyanagar. There is a direct 
influence of the variety entertainment programmes of the 
Colleges over these students. There is indirect influence 
of the educational institutions on crectln:^ interest in 
fine arts, (page 78) 

Most of the students have Joined the N.G.G 
or tJ.G.C.R. They Join these activities because it Is 
compulsory. Some of them said that their percentage of 
marks will be increased, by having Joined the N.C.C,, 
some said that it id.ll help to build their physique. 
Majority of the students said that it has not helped them 
in any particular way. They also said that they hav© not 
become more discinlined by these activities, (page 81) 

There is a growing dislike towards physical 
work amongst the students of fill the villages. They have 
become more 4asy-golng. The capacity of doing physical 
work is not lowered,^ down, but the will to do the physical 
work has become diminished. They like to come to the

same dislike towards physical work .is found in the youth

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They are not reading books explaining the

They show 
only lip respect to them. The same conditions are 
found in villages around lAiieh there are no educational 
institutions, (page 85) 

All students studying in the educational 
institutions of Vallabh Yidyanagar think that Gujarat 
State should be prosperous and should not be backvord as 
compared to the other States. The youth of the other 
villages around which there are no educational institutions, 
think similarly, (page 86) 

The students have the same characteristics of 
hospitality, as were present in their parents and 
guardians. They make friendship with the students coming 
from other parts of Gujarat, but some how or other, they 
do not mix with the students coming from the other States 
of India. The youth from other villages around which 
there are no educational institutions are also cordial with 
the new comers in the villages, (page 88) 

In appearance, the students look like the 
city boys or girls as far as their dresses are concerned, 
but in nature and in behaviour they are same as the usual 
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village people. They are hospitable, open minded and 
frank, (page 89) 

The students ate becoming less enterprising than 
what their elders used to he. Now, they like to join the 
services in the oitles Instead of joining Into business 
world or in agricultural field.

house-hold work, and heme refuse to do It. The girl 
students, however, are doing the house-hold work, (page 100) 
They like to have sofa-sets, radio and modern furniture. 

In the houses. They do not like to eat stereotyped cooked 
food and like purl-chappatl and bhakarl prepared 
from wheat Instead of bajari. They like to take bath 
in the bath rooms and like to have separate towels. 

There is a great increase In the expenditure en 
their personal wants, for example, on washing

clothes, on Ironing, on tailoring, on purchasing shoes 
and ohsmpples. Thera is a change In the dresses of 
college going girls also. They are new wearing frocks, 
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dress and modern saries. They snend more on 
clothes) toilatta and an Imitation jewellery. Their 
ways of living and their expenditure have influenced 
other members of the family, (page lOliD

There is no discrimimtion in -nroviding the 
opportunity for higher education, between boys and girls 
but still there is discrimination of house-hold work 
between them. All the house-hold ^'jork is done by the 
girl stuoents. Therefore in some houses quarrels are 
taking place between brothers and sisters. Now-a-days, 
they do not cook in the morning, nor do they grind or 
husk the grains. Now, they are giving less time to 
house-hold work because of the College study. Many 
families are keejging house maids, (page 105) Boys are 
not doing such type of work, hence'quarrels take place 
between brothers between the division of works, now 
many families sell ■ ^way their buffaloes. Families have 
agreed to bare the loss of the help from their college 
going boys and girls, and hence, they get full facilities 
for studies, (page 109) 

Students are not making endeavours to teach 
their younger brothers and sisters, (page 110) 

The elders in the family are not autocratic 
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but derfloeratlcj and thair boys and girls who ara 
studying in tha Colleges are given full freedom. They 
are consulted at the time of settling their own marriagesj 
most of them wish to marry after completing their studies, 
NoWj there are no restrictions in the free movements of 
the girls. They go out for entertainments, visit 
cinemas, or hotels, go out for a walk, they do their own 
shoppings. They are not looked with an eye of suspicion, 
if they talk with the opposite sex. (page 111) 

The leisure time of most of the students Is 
spent in reading novels,'listening the radio, or playing 
any seasonal games. Some of the students sit on the 
village square and criticise the government or the village 
people. The youth of the villages around which there 
are no educational institutions, passed their leisure 
time in similar ways. c 

The villages, around Vallabh Vldyanagar, now 
believe that the opportunity of higher education should 
be made available to both girls and boys. The girls 
should also take higher education, so that they become 
more cultured, can earn their lively hood, and can gat 
better husband. The standard of living of boys and girls 
has increased, and so they are thinking serious!^/ about 
it. They do not object to the free mixing of boys and- 
girls and they do not see with the @7® of suspicion. 




?!hey think that family relationships will be better 
maintained through not joint family system, (page 114) 

All the villagers, around Vallabh Vidyanagar 
like to have their villages clean like Vallabh Vidyanagar, 
to have asphalt roads, good water works, and houses 
like those in Vallabh Vidyanagar having gardens. They 
like to have very good primary and secondary schools in 
the villages. They are not satisfied with the present

primary secondary schools and even bal-raandirs. They 
like to have good gymnasiums, play grounds, and clubs 
in their villages, (page 115) 

They have understood the value of vegetables 
and milk in their diet. The expenditure on vegetables 
has Increased by fifty percent from vftiat was before 

fifteen years. Those are taking education and also

have buffaloes in their homes do keep some milk for their 
personal use and sell the surplus milk to the dairy. 

The new social ideas have also entered into 
the life of people of lower strata like Baralyas, Dharalas 
Harijans, Shoe-makers, Potters etc. Their standard of 
living has increased. They wear clean clothes, and 
imitate the College going hoys and girls. Their houses 
are clean and neat. Their children ere tahing ednoation 




in schools, Thsy are aware of the importance of taking 
technical education in schools, (page 115) Many girls go 
out for walk in the evening, and most of them know cycling. 
They openly eat in hotels. They take part in the variety 
entertainment programmes of the Colleges. The girls and 
boys can talk freely, but'they do not become friends, 
host of the girls and boys wish to marry after completing 
the education and after earning soma money. Students like 
inter-vaste marrl^es and marriages outside their circle 
of their villages, (page 116) The■ students ,are aware of 
the deteriorations in the society, in the same way as 
the youth of the villages around which there are no 
educational institutions, but nothing is done by them to

Higher education has not solved the problem 
of dowry. Most of the parents educate the girls, thinking 
that education will solve the problem of the dowry, but 
insteadif it has become more and more complesand acute. 

The educated girls now, demand more costly clothes and 
ornaments of peaiis to be given to themselves by their 
parents at the time of their marriage, k graduate girl 
does not like to marry an under-graduate or matriculate 
boy, and quarrels take place, vrtxen such proposal is, 
made to them, (page 120) 
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The boys who are taking liigher education are 
against the system of receivir^ dowry, but they still 
receive it, and some of them demand radio and ornaments 
from the father of the girl, with vhom they are to marry, 
some of them wish to study abroad, and take the advantage 
of this system, of getting the money offers from their 
father-in-laws, (page 121) 


The educational'institutions of Vallabh 
Vldyanagar has not solved these problems, of the marriages 
The boys and girls of the same village do not got married 


among themselves, because of the belief that they are the 

sons and daughters of the same aneestor. Most of the 

parents do not want to cross the limits of their own 

village grouns. The marriage is still a family problem 

and not an individual problem. There had been only one 

case in which a boy and a girl of different village 

circles> got married with the blessing of their parents.

There is little influence on the village 
residents of the University teachers, staying in the 
villages. Whenevor the students residing In the villages 
face difficulties in their study, get them solved by the 
University teachers. Most of them do not mix \!>dth the 
students or other villagers, hence their influence is 
not reflected* But, those students,, however, vfrio are 
jucit staying near the houses of the University te-'chers, 
are influenced indirectly by them, The study-habits of 
the students, their ways of living and their spoken 
language are improved to some extent by the influence

The possibilities of getting employment have 
increased, the major part of the people of these villages 
are employed in (1) Taotories in and near Vallabh 
Vldyanagar. (2) m Oharutar Vldya Mandal and Sramodhar 
of fleas, and their various undertahlnga. Also, they are 
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smployed in various departments of G-ram Panchayatj as 
peons, clerks, tyoiPts, accountants in various Colleges 
and University offices. Very few peonle from the villages 
are employed in the College teaching staff* Even 
Vagharie's are employed as labourers and coolies at the 
bus stand* (page 15i>-) 

This clearly shows that there has been 
clear impact of Vallabh Vldyanagar on raising the levels 
of education, and hi,ghar education has made them more 
city like in appearance and in behaviour. There is some 
changes in beliefs and attitudes in the village community, 
but there is no significant change in the religious 
beliefs. Thera is a clear Impact of Vallabh Vidyanagar 
on raising their economy. 

Here are some of the suggestions which are 
necessary for making any further investigation. The 
problem has been studied at present in a rather 
generalised way, can and if it is desired to study in a 
more specific way, for example, the impact of Charutar 
Vidya IlMandal and Sardar Vallabhbhai Vldyapeeth, Qn 
the religious ways and beliefs of the village comffiunity 
or on village economy and so on, further specific details 
on such problems should be gone into. 

Further, impact of Charutar Vidya Mandal and 
Sardar Vallabhbhai Vldyapeeth can be studied jby inveatlgati^
